THE PROBABLE ACTION OF THE 
HOUSE DISCUSSED. 

NEITHBR PROTECTIONISTS NOR REVENUE 
MEN SATISFIED WITH THE SENATE BILL 
—HOUSE REPUBLICANS EMBARRASSED. 

Wasnineton, Feb. 21.—Now that the 
Senate has passed the Tariff bill, the high pro- 
tectionists and the tariff-for-revenue men draw 
breath and watch each other, scarcely know- 
ing what step to takenext. The passage of 
the bill by the Senate was a disappointment to 
both of these classes. The high protection 
men desired a higher rate on iron and steel and 
wool, and after the failure to get what 
they wanted they would have been pleased to 
see the bill fail in the Senate. The advocates 
of a tariff for revenue, including the Demo- 
cratic Senators who voted against the bill, 

were disgusted with what they rezarded as a 

pretense—a sham attempt to revise the Cus- 

toms duties. Pennsylvania is against the bill. 

Her interests have been represented here 

by most active and zealous’ workers, 

who resort to all sorts of arguments to con- 
vince Congressmen that there is danger behind 
any change in existing rates of duty on iron 
and steel. Partisan feelings are appealed to, 
and the Republicans are implored not to tram- 
ple upon the banner of protection, under 
which they won the elections ef 1880, The 


only Republican vote cast against the bill was 
that of Mr. Mitchell, of Pennsylvania, and his 
action will probably be approved by a large 
body of his constituents if the expressions of 
the representatives of powerful interests in 
that State can be regarded as those of the peo- 
ple at large. 

The House Republicans are very plainly em- 
barassed by the present situation, and do not 
appear to have matured any plan of action for 
the future. An effort was made this after- 
noon to obtain from some of them a definite 
opinion as to what will bedone. The necessi- 
ty of doing something soon ap) te op- 
press the leaders, who seem to have doubts 
about the disposition of the Demo- 
crats, ‘That there is a disposition to 
avoid giving the Democrats a chance to 
pee the bill just as it isis pore, es ot 

lie -Demecrats are aware of the publican 
state of mind, and are content to wait and let 
the majority take the lead and bear the re- 
sponsibility for the comsequences of any step 
taken. Mr. Kelley, Mr. Haskell, and Mr. Kas- 
son say that no course of action need 
be decided upon until the appropria- 
tion bills, which require immediate con- 
sideration, are out of the way, and they 
see no reason for changing the rules of the 
House until the necessity fora change shall 
appear. Mr. Browne, of Indiana, says he 
does not believe the Kasson rule will re- 
ported. If an attempt should be made to take 
the bill from the -Speaker’s table, with the 
knowledge that whenso taken upa point of 
order may send it to the Committee of the 
Whole and to the foot of. the calendar, that 
would look, in his opinion, like an attempt to 
get the bill into a _ position where it 
would be impossible to reach it before 
adjournment. While Mr. Browne believes the 
Republicans have votes enough to secure the 

ge of the bill as it came from the Senate, 
if they desire to pass it, he does not yet find 
that there is any disposition to adopt such a 
course of action as wil] insure its passage. Mr. 
Randall could not tell what the Democrats 
would do. They had had noconsyltation, and 
he was not informed what the disposition 
of his own side was. Mr. Blackburn said 
that no meeting of the Committee on 
Rules had yet been called to con- 

sider Mr. Kasson’s proposed chan 
in the rules. For ous, he could say that he 
was prepared to vote for the rule, if it could 
be amended so as to be permanent in its appli- 
cation, instead of being made applicable only 
to the remainder of the present session. He 
could not tell what the attitude of the Damo- 
crats would He ‘believed that the respon- 
sibility for the passage or defeat of the bill 
would rest with the Republican majority. It 
was for them to take the steps neces- 
sary for a disposal of the pill, When 
they were ready to present the issue, 
the Democrats would be prepared to meet it, 
Mr. 8. 8. Cox knew of no plan en the Demo- 
cratic side to hinder the passage of the bill, 
but he had ebtained the impression in conver- 
sation with his associates that most of them 
would vote against it. Mr. Flower and other 
Democrats are, however, represented as will- 
ing to vote for the bill, as the: best to be ob- 
tained under the circumstances, believing that 
a measure of relief is accorded in the internal 

revenue portion which ought not to be lost.

A PATENT OFFICE NOMINATION. 

4N ATTEMPT TO BLACKEN AN EXAMINER’S 
CHARACTER RECALLED. 

Wasutncton, Feb. 21.—The President, 
on Feb, 12, nominated Robert G. Dyrenforth, 
now an Examiner-in-Chief in the Patent 
Office, to he Assistant Commissioner of 
Patents. This nomination has recalled the 
investigation of certain charges made against 
Mr. Dyrenforth in 1876, and the Senate Com- 
mittee on Patents has called for the record. 
It appears that the committee of investiga- 
tion exonerated Mr. Dyrenforth. The report 
is an interesting one. The investigators 
were Maurice M. Kaigh, Levi Bacon, and Wil- 
liam H. Doolittle, and they reported to Secre- 
tary Zachariah Chandler, on May 25. 1876. 
The charges were brought by George Olney, of 
New-York, and he asserted that H. M. Martin 


had conspired with Dyrenforth, then a princi- 
pal Examiner, to secure the issue of two pat- 
ents to him, although the inventions bad been 
covered by prior applications made by Olney. 
it was charged that Martin secured the patents 
by paying Dyrenforth $600, and by the use of 50 
shares of the stock of the ee, Gas-light 
Construction Company, of New-York.  Ol- 
ney’s principal witness was Charles H. Neil- 
son, Secretary of the gas-light company, Mar- 
tin being Vice-President of it, and Burr 
Wakeman President. In 1874, he said, Olney 
hed employed Martin as his attorney in patent 
matters, being the inventor of processes for 
making gas. Tbe company had bought his 
patents and had made him _ engineer. 
Miartin told him, he said, that he. had 
paid Dyrenforth money which he, (Neil- 
son,) as Secretary, had entered upon the 
books. The books were produced and they 
contained an entry of $600 as having been 
paid to “R. G. D.,” for drawing specifica- 
tions, for reissues, and for consultations. 
Neilson also swore that Dyrenforth admitted 
to him in the presence of Martin, that Martin 
had paid him for services, but Neilson could 
not say that the money was paid for corrupt 
or improper services. The $5,000 worth 
of stock was issued in the name of A. B. Me- 
Neil and seut to Martin in this city, but it 
was afterward returned. Neilson said that at 
Martin’s direction he sent cigars and several 
gallons of liquor to Dyrenforth. Olney asserted 
that Martin had admitted tothe Board of Di- 
rectors that he had paid money te Dyrenforth, 
for the best interests of thecompany. But 
Olney’s character was so attacked that the com- 
mittee said they were inclined to think that lit- 
tle reliance could be placed upon his testimony. 
President Wakeman satisfactorily explained 
the issue of stock, and Murtin denied that 
he had paid Dyrenforth money to ivfiuence his 
official acts. He admitted that he had paid 
him for a digest of water-gas patents, and for 
bis written opinion as an expert. He had not 
authorized the entry in the books, and it must 
have been put there for a sinister purpose, 
Dyrenforth testified that he received about 
8400 from Martin, in installments, for mak- 
ing the digest and for the opinion 
concerning old American and foreign patents 
and that Martin offered him and one of his 
family some stock, (probably, the committee 
say, the 50 shares,) and that on his part and 
on the part of his family he refused to — 
{t. A box of cigars and three gallons of whis- 
ky were received by him, but he did not know 
where they came from. He had taken no 
money with reference to his action in granting 
the patents, 

The committees found that Martin’s patent 
cad been properly allowed, and that the 
liquor and cigars were a friendly gift. Dyren- 
forth’s conduct in taking money for the digest 
s<d opinion was not in violation of office 
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rules. ‘That he made no secret of,” said the 
committee; ‘‘ that he acted in good faith, giv- 
ing a full and evident equivalent for value re- 
ceived, is satisfactorily established. If by 
too intimate association with these gentlemen 
interested in the line of inventions belonging 
to his class he gave opportunity for 
and color to these charges, he has grievously 
suffered therefor,and will hardly place him- 
self in such position ain. But that his rela- 
tions with them were improper we do not be- 
lieve. edo not consider it part of the duty 
of an officer of the Government to isolate him- 
self from his fellows or to subvert his so- 
cial nature, but always to be careful 
to have or keep no association that 
may subject himself or the service to reproach 
or just criticism.” While strongly condemn- 
ing the practice prevailing in the office of ren- 
a service to attorneys and others fora 
pecuniary consideration as a risky thing for 
uasi judicial officers to do, the committee de- 
clared that Dyrenforth’s explanation was full 
and satisfactory. They acquitted him of all 
the charges, and pronounced him an innocent 
man. They heartily condemned Olney’s course 
during the investigation, and declared that he 
had begun the proceeding ‘to get even” with 
some one or to force a compromise, caring 
nothing about accusing an innocent man if he 
could accomplish his selfish ends and satisfy 
his hatred of Martin. The committee regretted 
that the department could not punish him for 
his attempt to blacken Dyrenforth’s charac- 
ter. Commissioner Duell recommended that 
the charges be dismissed, and Secretary Chan- 
dler dismissed them.

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THE DEAD-LOCK IN MICHIGAN. 
Detroit, Feb. 21.—Two ballots were 
taken to-day, again without any real signifi- 
cance. Newton, Democrat, had 41 on the first 
ballot and 45 0n thesecend. Ferry had 10 on 
each, Thomas W. Palmer, of Detroit, received 


81 on the first and 28 on the second. Barrows 
got 12 and Willetts 10, and the remainder were 
scattering. The large vote for Palmer was 
due to diligent and earnest working on the 
ay of that gentleman and his friends, but the 
act of his falling off on the second ballot dis- 
closes his inherent weakness. It is more than 
probable that he is bottling up capital by as 
large a vote as possible for Senator to aid him 
in working up a Gubernatorial boom next 
year, for which it is known he is assidu- 
eusly training. Everything is still working at 
cross purposes among the Republicans, with 
the natural cause found in the petty personal 
polities which rule the hour. At the same 
time the fact that the Spring judicia! conven- 
tion is only one week off and the urgent ne- 
cessity that the unsettled Senatorial contest 
shall not come 1n there to introduce bad blood 
and confusion, are crowding members to find 
some way out of the dead-lock. The final 
rush must ceme speedily, and the first step 
must bea general caucus, but the call for one 
has yet to be agreed upon.

A DISAPPOINTED LOVER'S SUICIDE. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 21.—Of the score of 
idlers who peeped through the windows of the 
restaurant at the Fairmount Garden yesterday at 
the dripping form of a girl which had been taken 
from the forebay of the water-works none guessed 
that there were alove romance and a tragedy as 


features of the drowning. Early this morning the 
family of Jobm Thompson, residing at No. 409 
North Twenty-third-street, who had read a de- 
scription of the drowned person in the newspa- 
pers, visitea the Morgue and. despite the ravages 
of decomposition and the buffeting of the stream, 
identified the corpse as that of Agnes Wilson, 22 
years old,a niece of Mr. Thompson. She wes a 
native of Larges, Scotland, where she had a love 
disappointment, which preyed upon her mind so 
seriously that her parents sent herto America in 
the belief that benefit would follow the change of 
scene. On Dec. 10 she left Mr. Thompson's house 
and went to a neighboring store, where she re- 
marked that the newspapers would soon bave a 
full account of her life. The same day she was 
missed, and probabiy went directly to the Schuyl- 
killand threw herself overboard. An inquest was 
held to-day and a verdict of “found drowned” 
was returned.

VERDICT AGAINST DR. ORTON. + 

MILWAUEEE, Feb, 21.—The arrest of Dr. C. 
H. Orton at a late hour last evening, as telegraphed 
to Tne Tiwes, has created intense excitement 
here. The Coroner’s jury was in session all day, 
and brought in the following remarkable verdict 
at 5 o’elock this afterneon: 

“We, the Coroner’s jury, upon our oaths, do say that 
Kittie O’Toole came to her death on the 18th day of 
February, 1583, at the office of Dr. C. ts. Orton, No, 127 
Clinton-street, In the city of Milwaukee, same county, 
about 2 P, M.,and that the causoef said Kittie O’Toole’s 
death was an abortion performed on her by Dr. C. H. 
Orton; and in view of the statement sworn to by the 
said Orton and others that he was engaged soon to 
marry said Kittie O'Toole. we consider his double 
crime of abortion 4nd murder more than ordinarily 
brutal and deserving the severest sentence of the law, 
and we further deciare that we unanimously re- 
quested the Coroner to direct the arrest of said Orton 
yesterday afternoon after hearing the testimony of 
the physicians making the autopsy.” 

Orton is in jail, and will remain there until his 
trial takes place, which will be at an early day. 
He has been refused bail. The body of the girl 
was buried to-day.

JULES FERRY’S CABINET. 


LIST OF THE NEW FRENCH MINISTERS—THE 
_ TREATMENT OF PRINCES. 

Paris, Feb. 21.—Prime Minister Ferry 
has submitted to President Grévy a complete 
list of the members of the new Cabinet, which 
is as follows: 

M. Ferry, Prime Minister and Minister of 
Public Instruction. 


M. CHALLEMEL-LacouR, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs. 

M. WALDECK-RovussEav, Minister of the 
Interior. 

M. MARTIN-FEUILLER, Minister of Justice, 

M. CHARLES Bron, Minister of Marine, 

M. MELINE, Minister of Agriculture. 

M. HERISSON, Minister of Commerce. 

M. CocHERY, Minister of Posts and Tele- 
graphs, 

M. RaYNAL, Minister of Public Werks, 

M. TrrarpD, Minister of Finance, 

Gen, THIBAUDIN, Minister of War. 

It is stated that Prime Minister Ferry will 
to-morrow request President Grévy to sign 
decrees placing all the princes serving in the 
Army on the retired list. 


Jules Francois Camille Ferry, the Prime 
Minister and Ministor of Pubiic Instruction. was 
bora at Saint Dié, (Vosces,) the 5th April, 1832, and 
was educated for the legal profession. In 1851 he 


was admitted to the Bar in Paris. He contributed 
tothe Gazeite des / ribunaut, and in 1865 became one 
of the editors of /¢e /emps, writing on the eurrent 
political topics, and especially discussing financial 
questions. In 1869 he was elected to the Corps Le- 
gisiatif as a Radical Demoerat in the Sixth Circon- 
scription by a plurality of 12,916 votes. He was 
ore of the members of this body who demanded 
its dissolution as ne longer representing the ma- 
jority of the people. In the revolution of the 4th 
September he was vrociaimed a member of the 
Government of National Defense. On Jan. 18, 1871, 
he presided at the assembly of Mayors to distribute 
bread. Atter the second siege of Paris M. Thiers 
appoiated him Prefect of the Seine.but M. Ferry de- 
clined the office. He was then appointed Minister to 
Athens. After M. Thiers’s resignation he returned 
home and toek a seatin the Assembly. In 1876 he 
was returned to the Assembly, ani was elected 
President of the Republican Left. After the resig- 
nation of President MacMahon President Grévy 
offered him the portfolio of Minister of Public In- 
struction and Fine Arts. 

Paul Amand Challemel-Lacour was born at 
Avranches May 19, 1827. He obtained a degree in 
philosophy in 1849, and during the same year was 
made Protessor of Philosophy in the Lyceum of 
Pau, afterward, in 1851, accepting a simi- 
lar position In the Lyceum at Limoges. He was 
at this time remarkable fer his republican ideas 
and after being imprisoned at Paris for some 
months, was exiled from France in 1852. He be- 
came, in 1856, Prefessor of French Literature at 
the Polytechnieum in Zurich, and after his return 
to France was concerned in the management 
of several journals. Afewdays after the 4th of 
September, 1870, he was —< Prefect ef the 
Rhone and Commissary of the Republic. In 1872 
he was elected representative of Bouches du Rhone 
in the National Assembly and took bis place at the 
Extreme Left, In the Senatorial elections in 1876 
he was again returned from the Bouehes du Rhone. 

Pierre Marie Waldeck-Rousseau was born Dec. 
2, 1846. He studied law, and was elected Deputy 
in 1879 for the First District of Rennes. He took 
his pene on the benches of the Republican Union. 
and submitted a bill to reform the magistracy. 

Félix Martin-Feuillée was born at Ronnes Nov. 
25, 1830. He studied law in his native oity and re- 
ceived the degree of LL. D. in 1854. He soon be- 
came one of the most distinguished members of 
the Bar at Reunes, but at the breaking out of the 
war he joined the army, took part in the defense 
of Paris and distinguished himself in the battle of 
Maison-Blanche, receiving the decoration of the 
Legion for his services. At the elections of 1877 
he was elected Deputy in the Second Dis- 
trict of Rennes’ without opposition. He 

the Republicans of the Left, and 

a most aetive worker in _ politics. 

He was again elected in 1878, and in March, 1879, 

was called to the post of Under Secretary of State 

in the Department of the Interior, passing over to 

the Department of Justice in December following. 

He was elected President of the Couascil General 
of Ille-et-Vilaine. 

Charlies Marie Brun, Minister of Marine, was born 
at Toulon, Nov. 22, 1821, and reseived his education 
in the Polytechnic Sehool, from which he was 

raduated in 1840.. In 1861 he was appointed 

irector of the Naval Works. Up to 1871 he did 
not take any active part in politics, but in that year 
he was returned te the Assembly from Var. He 
took 2 seat on the Republican Left, and constantly 
opposed every attempt at the restoration of the 
monarcby. In 1876 he was elected to the Senate, 
where he also joined the Republican Left. He is 
an officer of the Legion of Honer. 

Felix Jules Méiine, Minister of Agriculture, was 
born at Remtremont, (Vosges,) and studied for the 
Bar. In March, 1871, he was elected a member of 
the Commune, but did not accept the pasition. In 
October, 1872, he was returned to the National As- 
sembly ana joined the Leftof the Union Kenubd- 
licaine, He was returned in 1876 trom the Arron- 
dissement of Remiremont, and opposed the propo- 
sition of fulland complete amnesty. He was one 
of the 363 Deputies of the Left who, after the act 
of May 16, 1877, refused to give a vote of confidence 
to the de Broglie Cabinet. He was re-elected in 
October following, and on the accession of M. 
Grévy to the Presidency M. Méline was appointed 
by M. de Marcére, Minister of the Interior, as As- 
sivtant Secretary in that department. He remained 
there only ene morth, and retired with his chief. 
He was appointed a member of the Commission of 
the General Tariff of Customs, and in the general 
discussion he was selected to defend the protective 
tendencies against the free trade principles of the 
Ministry. 

Louis Adolph Cochery was bern at Paris Aug. 19, 
1820. He entered upon the study of law. and was 
admitted to the Bar in 1840. He sooa afterward 
became Chief of Bureau, under M. Crenneux, in 
the Department of Justice, Resigning this posi- 
tion he went back to active practice at the Bar. 
pleading a numberof political cases with marked 
success, At the elections of 1869 he was elected to 
a seat in the Corps Legislatif for the Third District 
of the Loiret, by the Democrativ opposition, against 
the official candidate, the Marquis de Grouoby. 
He took a vigorous part in that assembly. He boited 
in 1870 against the war with Prussia, and during 
the war became Commissary-General, at the close 
of the conflict joining M. Thiers in his demand for 
atruce. At the elections of Feb. 18, 1871, he was 
again elected to represent the Loiret District. In 
1876 he was returned without opposition for Mont- 
argis. He was afterward made Counsel-General 
for Lotret and became a member of the Commis- 
sion of the Budget. 

Anne Charles Hérisson was born at Sureg Oct. 12, 
183°, of an ancient family of Wivernuis. He was 
entered at the Bar in 1853, was laureate of the Law 
Faculty in the same year, and Doctor of Laws in 
1855. He was implicated in 1864 {n the trial of the 
Thirteen. After the revolution of Sept. 4, 1870, he 
was appointed Mayor of the Sixth Arrondissement 
of Paris. He was afterward re-elected, and was 
deprived of his position in March, 1871, 
upon the order of the Central Committee. 
In November, 1871, he was appointed member of 
the Municipal Council of Paris. Afterward he was 
returned to the National Assembly from the De- 
partment of the Haute-Saéne. In July, 1876, he 
was made President of the Paris Municipal Coun- 
cil, and was re-elected in 1878. He was elected in 
1878 Deputy for the Sixth Arrondissement. M. 
Herisson wrote for a numberof journals,and ai- 
rected for two years the Bulletin des Tribunauz. 

Theodore Raynal was born at Warbonne Sept. 
12,1819. He entered when young into journalism, 
and vigorously attacked the political attitude of 
the Minister Guizot. He founded in his native city 
a large importing house. After the revolution of 
February the provisional Government appointed 
him Under Commissary in the district of Warbonne, 
and despite bis youth he was elected on the 4th of 
September following as representative from the 
district by 39,666 votes.

He was educated at the university 
in that city, and, going to Paris when 20 years of 
age, entered the Department of Bridges and High- 

ways, where he rose to the position of Chief of 
Bureau. He resigned his place there in 1851, and 
founded a jewelry commission; house. M. Girard 
took an active part in the elections of 1869, and, 
after Sept. 4, was appointed provisional Mayor ofthe 
Second District, afterward being ccnfirmed by 
the election of Nov. 5 following. In March, 1871 
he was elected a member of the Commune, an 
afterward sat on the extreme Left in the Assembly 
at Versailles. In 1872 he fought a duel with an 
editor of the Gau/ois, Francis Aubert. At the gen- 
eral election of 1876 he was elected to represent 
the First District of Paris by 8,761 votes against 
8.148 for the Marquis de Pleuc, manager of the 
Bank of France.

THE DUBLIN DISCLOSURES 


ADDITIONAL FACTS AND THE 
HOUSE OF OOMMONS DEBATE. 
TRISH-AMERICANS LEAVING THE COUNTRY— 
A VIOLENT SPEECH BY MR. O’BRIEN— 

MR, PARNELL’S INTENTIONS. 

Dustin, Feb. 21.—Since the disclosures 
made by Carey at the hearing of the conspira- 
tors a number of Irish-Americans and farmers’ 
sons in Counties Armagh, Monaghan, and 
Leuth have been secretly leaving for America. 

The Mail says it learns that the first letter 
of condolence received by Miss Burke after the 
murder of her brother, Under Secretary 
Burke, was from James Carey. 

Ata meeting of the Irish National League 
the presence of ‘‘eavesdropping Police” at its 
meetings was condemned. 

There is no truth whatever in the statement 
published yesterday in regard to another wide- 
spread conspiracy, into which an inquiry was 
to be opened at the Castle. 

The Freeman's Journal says that Carey’s 
statement thatthe Phoenix Park murder was 
prompted by an article in the Freeman’s 
Journal, was due to the fact that Mr. E. 
Dwyer Gray, owner of the paper, when Chair- 
man of the Municipal Health Committee, 
charged Carey with conspiracy. 

Lonpon, Feb. 21.—The debate on Mr. Gorst’s 
amendment to the address in reply to the 
Speech from the throne, declaring that in view 
of the confession of the Irish assassins no fur- 
ther concessions should be made to lawless 
agitation, was resumed in the House of Com- 


mons to-day. Sir Herbert Maxwell, Conserva- 
tive, appealed to the Irish party to explain 
their attitude with regard to the Kilmainbam 
disclosure. Mr, O’Brien, member tor Mal- 
low, and editor of the United /reland, said 
he was asked by the Trinity Ward burgesses 
to attend a meeting to support the election of 
Carev to the town Council. He replied that 
he had no vote in that ward, but if he had he 
would be glad to exert his influence in favor 
of Carey, whom he met for the first time three 
weeks after the election had been held. He 
said if the same circumstances arose to-mor- 
row he would do what he had done 
before. Mr. O’Brien argued that crime in 
Ireland was distinctly traceable to evictions 
and to tyrannical administration of the law 
by the Dublin Castle officials. His speech was 
most violent. He was cheered by a few Par- 
nellites. The other members remained silent. 
Mr. Porter, Liberal Member for County Lon- 
donderry, expressed regret at Mr. Parnell’s 
silence with regard to the conspiracy dis- 
closures. He presumed, he said, that Mr. 
Parnell intended to move an amendment to the 
address, and that ne would take that oppor- 
tunity to make an explanation. Mr. Parnell 
signified that that was his intention. 

4ONDON, Feb, 22.—The Daily News says it 
believes that if Mr. Parnell speaks en Mr, 
Garst’s amendment it will be briefly, 
as he thinks debate on the Phe- 
nix Park murders premature while the 
trial of those accused of the crime 
is pending.

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A NAVAL VESSEL LOST. 
THE ASHUELOT WRECKED IN CHINESE WA 

TERS—ELEVEN OF THE CREW DROWNED. 

Hone Kone, Feb. 21.—The United States 
steamer Ashuelot has been lost. All her offi- 
cers were saved. Eleven of the crew were 
drowned. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—No official informa- 
tion of the loss of the Ashuelot has been re- 
ceived at the Navy Department. The report, 
however, was not at all discredited, as the ves- 
sel was not considered very seaworthy; in 
fact, she was a laughing-stock among naval 
officers. She wasa paddle-wheel, thin-plated 
iron ship of 1,370 tons displacement, and was 
what is knownas a doubleender. She was 
built in 1863 for the purpose of river naviga- 
tion during the war, and -was used in the 
blockade. A number of similar vessels were 
built at about the same time. Two or 
three of them were lost, and the rest 


were sold, except the Monocacy, which is 
now on the Asiatic Station, and the Talla- 
poosa, which has been greatly altered. The 
latest nformation of the Ashuelot received 
at the Navy Department was dated Jan. 4. 
She was then at Shanghai, and was expected 
to reach Hong Kong Jan. 15. The following 
is a list of the officers attached to her on Oct, 
1, 1882: Commander H. E. Mullan, Lieuts, A. 
J. Iverson, A. B. Wyckoff, and H. T. Stock- 
ton, Master F. S. Hotchkiss, Cadet Midship- 
men S. H. Wright and 8. H. Williamson, 
Passed Assistant Surgeon S, H. Dickson, Pay- 
master E. N. Whitehouse, Passed Assistant 
Engineers James Entwistle and R. R. Leitch, 
Assistant Engineer I. McPickrell, Cadet Engi- 
neers W. T. Webster and R. Stewart, and Pay 
Officer’s Clerk David Monat. In a letter re- 
ceived two months ago by an officer at the 
Brooklyn Navy-yard Passed Assistant Engi- 
neer Entwistle was reported as in the hospital 
at Hong Kong suffering froma climatic dis- 
ease, and his being on duty is, therefore, 
doubtful. His brother was lost on the United 
States ship Huron.

ELX-TREASURER POLK’S FRIENDS. 


THEY PROPOSE TO PAY THE AMOUNT OF THE 
DEFAULTER’S DEFICIT. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 21.—The counsel for 
M. T. Polk, the aefaulting State Treasurer, to-day 
presented to the Legislature a document worded 
as follows: “The undersigned are requested by 
some friends ef Col. M. T. Polk to make the Legis- 
lature, through your honorable committee, the 
following proposition for a settlement In full of the 
alleged deficit of Col. Polk to the State: They will 
pay within 10 days after its acceptance by the 
State $100,000 in the currency of the Bank of 


Tennessee and $75,000 in the bonds of Tennes- 
see, upon which are accumulated couponsto the 
amount of $33,700, but which will not be 
taken into account asa part of the credit, if ao- 
cepted, und within 90 days more to pay $75,000 ad- 
ditional in the currency of the Bank of Tennessee. 
The balance of the said alleged deficit to be paid 
by the note of Col. Polk, due in one year frem date, 
which shali be secured by a mortgage or such other 
mode of indemnity thereon as the State may de- 
sire upon the interest of Col. Polk in Mexican min- 
ing property, whick interest is the one-third, and is 
coupled with the obligation of his co-owners 
that he shall paid out of the 
first receipts of said property. The sum of $45,000 
of said interest shall be taken in charge at ence by 
an agent designated by the State, and Col. Polk 
empowered, if necessary. to operate said property 
free of expense to the State, secure the proceeds, 
and apply the same tothe discharge of any balance 
due by said rate, which, however, may at any time 
before payment otherwise be paid in the currency 
of the Bank of Tennessee. We are satisfied that 
the above proposition is all that his friends can do, 
and that if accepted will be carried out promptly 
and in good faith.” 

After some discussion the consideration of the 
proposition was made the speeial order for to- 
morrow afternoon in the House and on Friday in 
the Senate. Ex-Treasurer Polk is stillin jail, very ill, 
and his physicians fear that, if confined for several 
weeks longer, he will aie.

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CUT WITH A BUTCHER'S KNIFE. 


A DESPERATE ENCOUNTER BETWEEN TWO 
PHILADELPHIA MEN. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb, 21.—A desperate stab- 
bing affray, which will undoubtedly result in a 
murder, occurred this evening in the boarding- 
house Noe. 733 North Twenty-third-street, in 
which Daniel Cavanagh was cut seven times 
on the head and twice in the right 
arm by John Gardner with a keen-edged 
butcher’s knife having a blade 12incheslong. A 
feud had existed between the men for some time. 


Both were street railway employes, anda few weeks 
ago Cavanagh was placed under Gardner’s Instruc- 
tion to learn to become a driver. Gardner reported 
that it was impossible to teach him to handle the 
reins in proper etyle. and Cavanagh was dis- 
charged. Since then the men have not been on 
speaking terms. To-night they quarreled. Cava- 
nagh struck Gardner, and the latter retreated to the 
table,and, snatehing up the butcher's knife, began to 
siash at Cavanagh savagely. The first cut opened 
a gash fully three inches in length and penetrating 
to the bone of the right forearm. He cut again 
and laid bare the muscle of the right 
arm, and as the bieod = spurted from 
these wounds Cavanagh turned to escape 
Then Gardner began to hack at his head. As rap- 
idly as the blows could be delivered he cut him 
seven times on the top and back of the head. Six 
of these wounds, although of the ugliest character, 
were not particularly dangerous, but the seventh, on 
the crown of the head, laid the skull bare. Cava- 
nagh staggered out into the street anda Gardner re- 
treated to the kitchen, where he was arrested a 
short time after the affair. 

The blood poured in streams from the terri- 
ble wounds of Cavanagh, but he preserved 
sufficient strength to walk with a friend 
to the German Hospital near by, where his weunds 
were dressed by Dr. Vogler. He soon lapsed iato 
unconsciousness, and the chances for his recove 
are exceedingly slight. He is a small man, of deli- 
cate physique, and the great quantity of blood 
which he lost before going to the hospital reduced 
his rallying powers to the minimum. 
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WHOLESALE GROCERS FAIL.

AN ASSIGNMENT MADE BY W. T, 
CO., OF CHICAGO. 

CuHICAGO, Feb, 21.—The wholesale grocery 
house of W. T. Allen & Co., of this city, made an 
assignment this morning forthe benefit of cred- 
itors, no preferences being given. Bradford Han- 
cock, the assignee, puts the’ liabilities at $200,000 
and the assets at about the same amount. 
The assets consist of stock and book ac- 


counts in about equal proportions. From 
the atterney of the firm, however, it was 
learned that the liabilities will not be less than 
$400,000, and may reach $500,000, while the assets 
may be sufficient to pay anywhere from 50 to 75 
cents on the dollar. The Commercial National 
Bank, of this city, had $40,000 of Allen's 
paper, said to be well “indorsed.  .J._ W. 
Doane, tea importer, is a creditor Yor $20,- 
000, and almost every* grocery house here is 
hit for larger or smaller amounts. It is reported 
that some Eastern houses are heavy creditors, but 
no statement oan be obtained from the firm or the 
assignee. Gen. Erastus N. Bates, ex-State Treas- 
urer of Illinois, was a partner in tke firm, and re- 
fers the stoppage to the difficulty in making collec- 
tions and the close margin om which business has 
been done.

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THE RAND COURT OF INQUIRY. 
Newport, Feb. 21.—The court of inquiry 
into the method of purchasing supplies for the 
torpedo station by Paymaster Rand adjourned this 
afternoon. Considerable testimony has been 
taken since the reassembling of the court. Capt. 
Selfridge testified that after he had made his re- 
port to the Seeretary of the Navy on the pur- 


chase of the articles in dispute Rand made 
inquiries in regard to the prices of articles required 
for the station, and these showed that the manu- 
facturers made 87 per cent. profit.

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GEN. MACADARAS. 


HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW SAYS HE IS NOT THE 
MYSTERIOUS ‘‘NUMBER ONE.”’ 

Sr. Louis, Feb. 21.—Gen. Macadaras, who 
is mentioned as being the mysterious ‘ Number 
One” connested with the Phoenix Park murders, is 
well known in St. Louis. He first came here in 
1865, im connection with the Fenian movement, and 
returned again in 1873 or 1874, when he married Mrs. 


Criokard, née Doyle, a widow lady of large wealth. 
They lived here about two years and then went to 
Europe. Their home is still in St. Louis, but they 
spend most of their time in Great Britain and 
on the Continent, and heve a fine place at 
Bordeaux, France. They were here about two 
years ago, since when they bave been in 
England, France, and other European coun- 
tries. Mickael A. Doyie, a brother of the 
wife of Gen. Maeadaras, in an _ interview 
to-day, denied generally and specifally that 
the General could have been connected with the 
events mentioned. He said that to his knowledge 
Macadaras has not been connected with any Irish 
society since the Fenian movement and fiasco in 
1865, He is in constant correspondence with the 
General, and if the latter had been engaged in any 
Say er ether political schemes he would 
now it. 

Doyle says Gen. Macadaras is an invalid and 
is almost constantly traveling with his wife and 
servants; that there is ne secrecy whatever in 
his movements, and that if the English authori- 
ties wish to find him they can_ ebtain 
his address from the Bank of England. 
Mr. Doyle says he met Gen. Macadaras in 
Dublin last Aucust, where he and his family were 
staying in the most open manner at the Shel- 
bourne Hotel, the most preminent house in Dub- 
lin. In speaking of the Phenix Park tragedy 
at that time, (and it was then thesubject of gen- 
eral comment,) Gen. Macadaras condemned the 
crime in strong terms, remarking that such things 
could bring no good to Ireland. Mr. Doyle says 
he knows positively that the General was in Egypt 
during the whole time covered by the-conspiracy 
revelations, and while the plotting against Mr. 
Forster was going on. He was at Grosse, a moun- 
tain resort in France, 40 or 50 miles from Nice, when 
the Phoenix Park assassinations occurred, and 
had previously been at another resort. He had 
not been in Ireland from late in 1879 until August, 
1882. Mr. Doyle scouted the idea that his sister 
could have any knowledge ef any circumstance 
connected with such crimes as tke Pheonix 
Park murders, or with sny crime for that 
matter, and he thoroughly believed Gen. Mac- 
adaras to be too good and too true a man and 
altogether too noble-minaed to be in any way con- 
cerned in such an affair. Mr. Doyle has many letters 
from Gen. Macadaras, and can give his where- 
abouts for several years past. He is quite confident 
that the authorities are on the wrong track. 
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ACIS OF LAW-BREAKERS. 


FRANK JAMES ARRAIGNED—MURDERS AND 
HOMICIDES—OTHER OFFENSES. 

Kansas Crry, Feb. 21.—Frank James ap- 
peared in court yesterday and was arraigned upon 
three incictments—first, for the murder of MeMil- 
lan, in the Winsten train robbery; second, as 
accessery to the murder ef Condustor Westfall, 
and, third, for the murder of Cashier Sheets, in the 
Gallatin Bank robbery. He pleaded not guilty. 
The trial is fixed for the third Monday in June. 
The prisoner was remanded to jail. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb, 21.—The defalcation 
of Donald Smith Peddie, the Scotchman, who fled 
from Edinburgh last June, after swindling the 
Dissenting Ministers’ Friend Society and other or- 
ganizations, and who was thought to have come to 
this city, died, and been interred in Potter’s Field, 
is much larger than was at first supposed. A let- 
ter received by the British Consul at this port 
states that the fugitive was a defaulter in the sum 
of $129,700. No satisfactory evidence of the iden- 
tity of the fugitive with the occupant of the pau- 
per grave has yet been received by the British 
authorities. 

In the United States District Court before Judge 
Butler, this morning, Thomas McNulty, a dealer in 
courterfeit money, was placed on trial. It was 
proved that he had sold $27 worth of counterfeit 
money toa car driver, who gave information to 
the detectives and caused his arrest. A verdict of 
guilty was agreed to. 


RroumonD, Va., Feb. 21.—About a week ago 
the dead body of a colored man named Daniel 
Walker was found on the track of the Richmond, 
Fredericksburg and Potomac Railroad, about eight 
miles from this city, and it was supposed. that he 
had been killed by the fast mailtrain. The body 
was interred and nothing more was thought of the 
matter. For several days ge however, rumors 
have beer iz circulation in the neighborhood that 
Walker had been murdered, and that his body had 
been placed on the track in orderto make it appear 
that he had been killed by a train. An in- 
vestigation into the affair has been made by the 
county magistrate, whieh has resulted in the 
arrest of Barbara Walker, the dead man’s widow, 
and Charles Lee, a negro, who, it is asserted, was 
intimate with the woman, on suspicion of con- 
spiring to get her husband out of the way. Mary 
Walker, a daughter. of the woman, states that 
about a week before her father’s death she heard 
Lee threaten to kill him, and that on the last day 
her father was alive, he and Lee had some difficul- 
ty. The prisoners have been brought to Richmond. 


Mempuis, Feb, 21.—Last night, nine miles 
south of this city, Daniel Townsend and his wife, 
Minerva, an agéd colored “couple, while sleeping, 
were shot and killed by Alexander Hill, also col- 
ored, who worked on Townsend's farm. No cause 
for the deed is assigned by Hill, who seems to be 
demented. All three sleptin the same room. The 
murderer fledin his night clothes, but was soon 
arrested.

RERDELL CROSS-EXAMINED

HOW DORSEY FORCED HIM 70 
SWEAR FALSELY. 

ANOTHER AFFIDAVIT OF RETRACTION WHICH 
HE DECLARES IS NOT THE TRUTH—A 
CONGRESSMAN’S NAME DRAGGED IK. 

Wasurnaton, Feb. 21.—Rerdell was 
turned over +o the defense to-day for cross- 
examination, and was confronted by another 
affidavit of retraction, made by him on July 

13, 1882, at the demand of S. W. Dorsey, after 

the latter had threatened to have him prosecut- 

ed for perjury, and to make public two letters 
which Rerdell had written to a woman, whose 
name was not brought out. Rerdell admitted 
that he had signed the affidavit, but declared 
that the statement was, as a whole, untrue, 

The affidavit seemed to have been made fos 

the benefit of James W. Bosler, as well as 8S. 

W. Dorsey. Mr. Bosler was among the specta- 

tors, and he appeared greatly to enjoy Rerdell’s 

testimony. Rerdell said that he had told Dor- 
sey a day or two before the affidavit was made 
that he intended to go to counsel for the Gov- 
ernment and make a clean breast of the whole 
matter. It was this statement which caused 

Dorsey to threaten him and produce the letters 

which Rerdell thought had been destroyed, 

An examination of the record shows that the 

date of Rerdell’s determination to assist the 


Government was a day or two before July 13, 
and was about the date of the revival of in- 
terest in the first trial; when the Grand Jury 
was called together to hear the evidence 
against J. B. Price, and the evidence which 
was said to affect Senator Kellogg. The date 
was just befere the presentation and publica- 
tion of Mr. Walsh’s evidence. 

In relation to the testimony brought out on 
cross-examination, to the effect that amon 
the payments entered on the books was one o 
$2,000 to James B. Belford, Representative 
from Colorado, taken from a check-stub sa 
marked, Mr. Belford says that he never had 
any financial business transactions with 8. W. 
Dorsey ; that he never even borrowed a dollar 
of him; that he never received from him a 
check for $2,000 or any other sum of money; 
that he never cashed such a check at Middle- 
ton’s Bank or any other bank; that all his 
financial operations here bave been carried on 
with the Se t-at-Arms and the banking- 
house of H. D. Cooke & Co.; that he had na 
dealings with Middleton’s Bank beyond the 
identification of some person from Colorado, 
or beyond a request that this bank should 
cash a small check on the Sergeant-at-Arms of 
the House. Mr, Belford says that if any such 
check was drawn he never has seen it, and that 
he proposes to ascertain, if possible, whether 
any such check has been presented and paid in 
this city or elsewhere, and who were engaged 
in the matter, if there has been any transactiog 
of the sort.

THE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The Criminal Court 
resumed the hearing of the star route trial this 
morning. Rerdell agein took the stand and said 
that Dorsey’s instructions regarding the filling in 
of the blanks on the papers were specific in every 
ease except those on the Toquerville-Adairville 
route. A number of papers were then identified, 
The witness said he had a eonversation with Miner 
in 1878, after his return from the West, ia which 
Miner told him he had arranged with Moore te 
look out for his routes, Mr. Merrick stated that he 


shculd perhaps recall the witness to further ex- 
amine him on certain papers not yet in his posses- 
sion. Otherwise he had concluded. 

George Haycoek, formerly Postmaster at Pine 
Biuffs, Ark., testified to receiving a bundle of blank 
proposals from Dorsey with a request that they be 
certified. 

After some preliminary discussion Mr. I: . 
began the crots-examination of Rerdell. The wit- 
ness denied that he had received money or con- 
sideration of any kind for making his affidavit, 
Mr. Ingersoll questioned the witness as to bis 
statements made before the Congressionai Investi- 
gating Committee. Witness did not keep the 
books (the journal and ledger) after August, 1879; 
that work was done by Mr Donnelly, Dorsey's 
book-keeper. He had purchased the books, 
but believed he had been reimbursed foi 
the money thus expended. Still, he regard 
ed the books as_ being his personal ban 
The witness identified a paper presented to him 
by Mr. Ingersoll as being in his handwriting, ex- 
cept the words ‘‘and others;” had signed and 
sworn toit. Mr. Ingersoll then put the paper ina 
evidence. It was an affidavit by Rerdell, aated 
July 13, 1882. It recited that whereas certain faise 
and wicked rumors had been circulated and gained 
credit that he (Rerdell) had made statements to 
certain persons — S. W. Dorsey, J. W. Bos- 
ler, and Brady, representing that they had engaged 
in a corrupt and fraudulent combination to de- 
fraud the people in connection with the mail ser- 
vice, therefore he declared that he had had con- 
trol of their mail routes for the past three years, 
and never by verbal or written direction or infer- 
ence had wrong been done on their part or his 
own. So faras he knew there was never an im- 
proper act or suggestien by Dorsey or Bosler te 
him. The statement that he (Rerdell) had 
books and pavers showing that they had been 
engaged in a scheme to defraud the people 
was false, and no such books or papera 
ever existed; there was no truth in the charge. 
‘Lhe statemert that Dersey ard Hosier paid 50 per 
cent. of their remitted fines or any percentage ta 
Brady was a pure fabrication. He averred that he 
has no kaowledge that Dorsey or Bosler ever se- 
cured an increase of service by corrupt means. He 
had given them all ef the information they pos- 
seased about their routes for which he was agent. 
No man ever paid Brady to his knowledge. The 
whole thing was a mere scandal goiten up for 
newspaper purposes, In short, all stories to!d of 
unlawful and improper operations on the part of 
Dorsey and Bosler were malicious fabrications, 
and this statement wes made voluntarily to vind!- 
cate them. 

The witness said he desired to explain the cit 
cumstances under which the affidavit was made, 
A few days before its date—July 15—he had m 
formed Dorsey that he intended to go over to the 
Government and make a full statement. On July 
12 Dorsey called him into Willard’s Hotel and 
threatened to prosecute him fer perjury if he did 
this. Dorsey also produced two letters that he 
Cerdelt) bad been foolish enough to write toa 
woman in this city, and said he would break ug 
his family relations if he did not make this affidavit, 
Witness was very much frightened, for he though 
these letters had been destroyed as Dorsey ha 
promised. Dorsey remarked that he was not fool 
enough to do that; he preferred to keep them. 
Yielding to these threats, witness consented to 
make the affidavit. Dorsey sat down and wrote 
out every word of it with a pencil. Witness copied 
it off on the day following (July 13) in his office in 
the Corcoran Building. He had it witnessed by N. 
Calian, notary public, and carried it to Dorsey ard 
Bosler at Wiliard’s Hotel. Witness acknowledged 
that the affidavit was false in every essential state- 
ment. It wastrue wherein it stated that he had 
never seen Dorsey or Bosler pay Brady for remis- 
sions. 

After recess witness said that when he made that 
affidavit he did not think he had done a leg 
wrong in fixing up the petitiens. He kuew that 
the statement was substantially untrue. Bad 
talked with Bosler and two of his friends—O Neil 
and Colgate—during the recess. It did not follow 
that because he did not think it was legaliy wrong 
to fix up petitions that he regarded it as legally 
right. Never reasoned out the distinction, but did 
just as he was instructed. Mr. Ingersell proceed- 
ed to go through the affidavit by piecemeal. He 
read: “The verbal and written directions I re- 
ceived from each and both of them in the conduct 
of the business never, by inference or otherwise, 
implied wrong-doing on their part or mine. Wit- 
ness acknowledged. that this was false. At that 
time he entertained an ivference regarding the en- 
tries to Smith’s account and to the account of 
“Sam Jones.”’ 

A.—Yes, Sir; there 
was an entry to the account of James B. Belford, 

ber of Congress. 
mo How much? A.—It was from his cheek-book, 
an entry of $2.000 to the credit of Mr. Belford. It was 
to be charged to mail accounts. That was in the 
Summer of 1879. The check was drawo on the 
bank of Middieton & Co. Witness did not recol- 
lect to whose order it was drawn. 

Mr. Ingersoll asked what was written on the stub. 

Mr. Merrick objected to the question unless the 
defense produced the nooks. He would smoke 
out the books or eause interenees to be drawn very 
damaging to the other side, 3 

Mr. Ingersoll—What a terrific thing that ‘infer 
ence” will be. 

The court tinally decided that the defense might 
cross-examine upon the point, bat that they could 
not afterward attempt to contradict the witness 
by producing the paper. The court was bound to 
assume that the defense possessed the books from 
their own statement that they would not assist the 
prosecution by produeing them. 

Mr. Ingersoll replied that it was the duty of an 
attorney to keep from the witness the knowledge 
that he did not possesscertain books. In that way 
he was forcea to give care te bis statements re- 

arding their contents. 
“, Mr. Merrick argued that the defense eould not 
use the books to contradict secondary evidence. 

The court replied that it wasa principle of law 
to allow secondary. evidence where the defense 
refused to produce the papers ¢alied for. Another 

rinciple was that no man was required in q 
criminal case to criminate himself. But bis ac

Mr. Ingersoll continued to read passages from 
the affidavit. the witness steadfastiy denying 
their truthfulness. Ue said he never sew any 
money pzid te Brady; only had Dorsey's state- 
ments upon that point and the charges acainst 
him inthe books; did not demand these letters 
from Dorsey when he made the affidavit. Eight or 
nine months before that oceasion Dorsey to!d him 
that he had destroyed the letters, consequently ha 
Was astonished and overwhelmed when they were 
broduced. . 

Q.—You say that was on July 12 last! A.—Yes, 
Sir. 

Q.—Did you tel! Charles Thompson, on the sec- 
ond day you jay in jail after the verdict, that Dor- 
sey had shown you the letters a year before. and 
that Yon were perfectly astonished: you thoucht 
that they had heen destroyed?

CAUGHT WITH STOLEN PROPERTY. 


4 TINSMITO WHO MELPEDA SALESMAN TO 
CARRY AWAY THE GOODS. 

Buch B. Gilroy, a tinsmith, 27 years of age, 
fas arrested Saturday in Chicago on suspicion of 
being implicated in the robbery of about 59 
watches, a dozen cpera-ciasses, and @ peari-handled 
fan from the store of Daniell & Son, No. 757 Broad- 
way, on Mev.

Then they would go 
to New-Zealand where the watcnes could be sold 
at much bizhber prices then in New-York, and be 
would pay Gilroy fur bis fare, A rendezvous was 
arranged and Seaton brought to ita box in whieh 
Were 26 watches. Le eald ne had bought them with 
the money received from the firm. Seaton said he 
could not takethem alone with him as baggage as 
his trunk a ready weighed over the limit of 100 
pounds and asked Gilroy .o put them in his tool- 
box and send it by express. 

Mr. John Daniell, Jt., told a Trares reporter last 
night that Seaton was engaged as a cierk in the 
Watch, opera-aiass. and fan department of the 
store early in December, and on the day of the 
robbery, it is surmised, he managed to be left 
alone in the room by sending out the Superintend- 
ent on some pretense or other. Then he removed 
the goods on sale from the case, filling their 
places with the reserve stock under the counter. 
The subdstitution was not poticed on the Superie- 
tendent’s return, and Seaton immediately went 
out to lunch and did not return. An examination 
Jater showed that there were missing about 50 
chatelaine watches. reiued at from §8 to $23— 
about $600 in all; opera-giasses valued st $250, anc 
a peari-bandiec fan worth $15. Mr. Daniell ascer- 
tained that Gilroy was a boon companion of Sea- 
ton, and had left town on the same Gay. and hear- 
ing that Gilroy had sent on from Chicego fors 
box of tools be sent an employe to foliow 
it to that city. News of the arrest was sent 
Saturday night to Mr. Daniell. who at once in- 
formed Inspector Byrnes. Mr. Daniel! said that 
an indictment had been found against Gilroy. and 
Petective Cush wae detailed Monday night to 
bring him home.

A NEW CASTLE GARDEN BILL. 


ALBANY, Feb. 21.—Mr. Jacobs, from tho | 


Finance Committee, presented to the Senate to- 
day the report of the committee on the Castle Gar- 
den investigation last. Summer, accompanied by a 
bill reorganizing the Commissioners of Entigration. 
The Republican members of the committee, 
Messts. McCarthy, Lynde, and Lord, while agree’ 
ing with most of the report, add to its paragraph 


in which they say that they do not commit them- 
selves to all the recommendations of the majority 
of the committee or to the bill reported by them. 


The bill provides for a single Commissioner of Em- | 


igrafion. with w salary of $6,000, ana two 
deputies, to be appointed by the chief, with 
salaries of $4,000 and $2,500. It provides for 
the sale at auction of the Castle Garden privileges, 
and also that whenever the United States Govern- 
ment shall assume charge of the imigration busi- 
ness the Governor shall snspend from office the Com- 
missioner appointed by him until the next meeting 
of the Legislature. The Governor sent to the Sen- 
ate two vetoes, both of them returning hills to 
enable villages to rur in debt for the purchase of 
fire-engines and apparatus. 

The Senate, in open executive session, confirmed 
the following nominations of the Governor for 
Trustees of the Hudson River State Hoepitel for 
the Insane, at Poughkeepsie: James Roosevelt, of 
Hyde Park, in place of Joseph Howland, resigned, 
and David B. Williamson, of Dobbs Ferry, in place 
of Churles F. Brown, resigned.

WHAT CONGRESS IS DOING 


APPROPRIATIONS AND 
WORK 1N THE SENATE. 

ARMY AND FORTIFICATIONS BILLS PASSED— 
CHAKGE AGAINST GEN. HAZEN—THE 
FISHERY RESOLUTION ADOPTED. 

Wasarxcron, Feb. 21.—In the Senate to- 


' gay Mr. Hawter, from the Committee en Military 


Affairs, reported a bill amending the act of July 1, 
jase, as to @ mosument at Washington's Head- 


quarters at Newburg, N. Y. ‘The bill appropriates 


$25,000, to be expended undet the direetion of the 
Secretary of War im the erection of a suitable 
monument or columm, with such inseriptions and 
pmblems as may properly commemorate the his- 
perical events which eccurred in the neighborhood 
during the war of the Revolution. Passed. 

After holding an executive session, the Senate 
proceeded to the consideration of the Army Ap- 
propriation bill. The first iraportant amendment 
reported by the Committee on Military A‘fairs was 
the insertion ef a paragraph appropriating $143,- 
600 for civilian clerks for the Adjutant-General’s 
Department and for hoad-quarters of military di- 
visions and departments. Adopted. 

The next amendment was to inerease the num- 
ber of aides-die-camp forthe Generals from 20 to 37, 
and making prevision as to their rank and pay, 
and to insertthe following: ‘* Provided, that no 
officer shall remain absent from his regiment on 
-@uty at Washington City for a longer period than 


three years at any one time,” but this provision shall 
not apply to officers on the staff ef the command- 
fng General of the Army. nor to the officer in 
charge of the publication of the ‘* Records of the 
War of the Rebellion,” or detailed to work on the 
Washington Monument. ] 

The fact that the exception did net apply to the 
officers of the Signal Service Corps gave rise toa 
‘@isoussion, Mr. Maxey and others arguing that 
those officers should not be removed from Wash- 
ington after three years’ service, and Mr, Locan 
(who hes charge of the bill) denying that he was 
(as he was represented) hostile to that corps, and 
contending that the military duties performed by 
itshould be jearned by all the Army officers. Ho 
wished all Army officers to have an opportunity of 
learning their duties, and he proposed to offer an 
smendment that, of the 12 Signal Service officers 
pow in Washington 4 shall be sent back to their 
regiments in 1883, 4 in 1884, and 4 in 1885, other 
officers to be detailed in their places. He alluded 
to the faet that he had been attacked in editorial 
articles all over the country as being hostile to the 
Signal Service Corps, and said that these editorials 
had been inclosed to kim in a letter with Informa- 
tion that they had been written in the Signal 
Service Office and paid for out of Government 
money. He could demonstrate the truth of that 
statemenc. 

Mr. Bayarnp opposed the amendment as now 
lecislation, and made a point of erder against it, 
being objectionable under rule 29. 

The point of order was sustained by the presid- 
Jag officer and the amendment was excluded. 

The question was then taken on striking out the 
clause limiting the number of uides-de-camp and 
providing they shall not have any additional rank 
pr pay, and it was struck out. 

The next amendment was to theclause for 50 con- 
tract surgeons, to strike out 50and insert “ net ex- 
ceeding $0,”’ and it was agreed te 

The next amendment waste strike out the pro- 
vision requiring disbursing officers to give boxd, 
with sufficient securities, and forbidding the filling 
of fature vacancies in the pay corps, ana providing 
for the final transfer of the duties of that corps to 
the Quartermaster’s Department. Agreed te. 
"On motion of Mr. Prrus, amendments were 
adopted limiting the amounts to be expended for 
the compeusation of civilian employes in the sev- 
eral departinents of the Army. The bill was then 
reported to the Senate, the amendments made in 
Committee of the Whole agreed to, and the bill 
was passed. 

The Fortifications Appropriation bill was called 
wp by Mr. Harr and explained by Mr. Dawes, The 
pmendments reperted by the committee were 
agreed to, and the bill was passed. 

Mr. Epucnvs called up the joint resolution to 
provide for the termination of the articles of the 
treaty of Washington relating to the fisheries. 

Mr. Wrxpom asked Mr. Edmunds whether the 
peetion of the joint resolution repealing the act to 
carry into effect the provisions of the policy relat- 
§ng to the fisheries would repeal the law under 
which goods are permitted to be transported in 
bend through American territory. He was quite 
willing te give notice of the termination of the fish- 
eries articies of the treaty, but not te repeal this 
part of the law. ; 

Mr. Eporenns said that to avoid all possible mis- 
construction on this point he would move to limit 
the application of this section of the resolution by 
joserting the words *’so far as it relates to articles 
of said treaty so to be terminated.’”’ This amend- 
ment was agreed to, and the joint resolution was 

sed. 

The Senate, by a vote of 22 yeas and 17 nays, then 
took up the Utah bill. 

Mr. Hoar moved to strike out. the seventh sec- 
tion, which provides that it shail net be lawful for 
any female to vote at any election hereafter held 
in Utah for any public purpose whatever. 

Mr. Epuewps defended the provision. The votes 
of the Mormon women were controlled by the men, 
who desired te keep up the palitical power of the 

iygamous Mormon Church. He thought that the 
Sateen ef breaking up the Mormon system 
svouid fully justify the suspension of female voting 
in Utah witheut any reference at ail to the general 
question of woman sulfrage.

ANOTHER ATTACK ON GEN. HAZEN—NEW- 


YORE AND BROOKLYN MATTERS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—On motion of Mr. 
O’Nemt, of Pennsylvania, the Senate amendments 
to the Pension Appropriation bill were concurred 
in.

RIVER AND HARBOR FUNDS 


THE COMMERCE COMMITTEE CRITI- 
CISES THE PRESIDENT. 

EXHAUSTIVE ARGUMENT IN FAVOR OF 
‘‘ LIBERAL APPROPRIATIONS’’ — THE 
PRESIDENT SAID TO HAVE BEEN MISLED. 

Wasnincton, Feb. 21.—Mr. Page, in behalf 
of the Committee on Commerce, has submitted to 
the House the following report, to accompany the 


new River and Harbor bill. The committee say: 


“ Before proceeding to a statement of the gen- 
eral plar.an= scope of this bill it may be well to 
adver: 10 the iast bil! of this character passed by 
the present Congress. That bill as it left the 
House appropriated $17,342,875, $6,628,000 of which 
was for tho Nississippi end Missouri Rivers. The 
Senate added to the Dill,and after disagreement 
between the two houses and submission to a com- 
mittee on conference the bill agreed to by Con- 
gress 2ppropriated $18,738,875. The President, ex- 
ercising his constitutional prerogative, returned 
the bill to this House without nis approval, 
and the Congress, exercising its constitutional 
right, A a two-tbiras majority in each house, 
passed the bill, notwithetanding the objeztions of 
the President, and it became a law. Thereupon 
the newspapers at the great railroxa centres raised 
a hue and cry against the aet, and against those 
by whose vores it had passed, bolstering 
the attack with every possible form of mis- 
representation and persona! abuse, in the endeavor 
to blind the people to their own best interests. 
At the reasseinbling of Congress, the President, in 
his annual Message, took occasion again to advert 
to appropriations for rivers und harbors, and, evi- 
dently misled by a deceptive official balance sheet, 
expressed the hope that ** No similar measdfe will 
be deemed necessary during the present Congress.”’ 
As ifin harmony with this intimation, the Secre- 
tary. of War disregarded, in part, the following 
provisions of law: |Here sections 228, 229, 230, and 
281 of the Revised Statutes are quoted.] 
He failed, also, to furnisn the Seeretary of the 
Treasury the Chief of Engineer's estimates of ap- 
propriations required for the service of the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1884, as required to be trans- 
mitted to Congress in the ** Book of Estimates.” 
This left your committee in the dark. Hence, they 
reported a resolution which was adopted by the 
House, cailing npon the Secretary of War fer the 
reports and estimates of the Engineer Department 
aforesaid, and certain other information touching 
appropriations and expenditures for rivers and 
harbors, to whieh the Secretary of War returned 
answer Jan. 4, 1883. [See House ex. doc. No. 34, 
second session, Forty-seventh Congress.| Upon 
receiving the reports and estimates of the engineers 
your committee proceeded to examine the samo, 
and found that a number of important river and 
harbor works would hot have a dollar left at the 
expiration of the present year, ending Juno 30, 
1883; that a failure on the part ef Congress to make 
appropriations for the coming fiscal year—ending 
June 30, 188i—would inevitably result in great loss 
to the Government in the snatter of ** plant,” filling 
up of channels, and otherwise, and that suoh 
a failure would be equivalent to throwing away 
vast sums already expended in the interest of com- 
merce and rendering wortaless many uncompieted 
imprevements, as well as subjecting’ many com- 
pleted works to great damage. Notwithstanding, 
therefore, the adverse views of the President, your 
comunittee are impelled to present to the House a 
River and Harbor bill, as to act otherwise would 
be a palpable and serious neglect of theirduty to 
the House and to the Nation. 
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In the reply of the Secretary of War to the 
House resolution of inquiry aforesaid is a list of 91 
items of appropriation in the last River and Har- 
bor act to which he objects on the ground that 
“the results of substantial benefit to generel com- 
merce were so obscure and apparently insignificant 
as to vindieate the doubt on the part of the House 
of Representatives indicated by the inquiry pre- 
sented in the resolution.” While disclaiming the 
construction which the Secretary has been pleased 
to put upon the resolutions, the committee care- 
fully considered this list of items. Many of them 
require no further appropriations. Only 75 of them 
appearin the estimates this year—the engineers 
certifying that the respective amounts estimated 
for can be “ profitably” expended during the com- 
ing fiscal year. The bill appropriates in the agere- 
gate $268,500 for 25 of these items, every one of 
which appropriations is abundantly justified by the 
official reports of the Eagineer Corps to the Secre- 
tary of War, and by him transmitted to Congress. 
Not only as to these, but as to many other works 
omitted from the bill in order to reduce its aggre- 
gate, the Seeretary’s objections have upon inyesti- 
gation seemed groundless. 

That portion of the President’s last annual Message 
to Congress which relates to river and harbor ap- 
propriations having been referred by the House te 
this committee, it may be proper in this connection 
to priefly comment upon it and upon the veto Mes- 
sage of the last River and Harbor bill to which it re- 
fers, and which it reaffirms. The Presidents objec- 
tions to that bill were that, while it contained many 
beneficent and proper appropriations for the beneiit 
of general commerce, it al*o contained appropria- 
tions which would not promote commerce among 
the States, but were “entirely for the benefit of 
the particular localities in which it is proposed 
to make the 1mprovements;’’ that apprepriations 
for local improvements are uneonstitutional, ard 
are also impolitic, because their invariable tend- 
ency is to promote what is commonly termed “' log- 
rolling’? and consequent extravagance in 
expenditures and “demoralizing effect pro- 
dnceed upon those who are intrusted with 
official duty through all the ramifications of Gov- 
ernment, and because the bi)! contained appropria- 
tions which greatly exceeded the needs of the 
country forthe fiscal year. The President, how- 
ever, did not indicate in his Message which were 
the appropriations that he regarded as general or 
national,aad which he regarded as purely local in 
character, and Congress, believing itself better in- 
formed through its committees, dissented from the 
President’s conclusions, and by a two-thirds ma- 
jority in each house expressed that disseuat and 
made the bill a law. 

/irst—Asto the exercise of the veto power on the 
last River ana Harbor bill. While it is undeniable 
that under the Constitution the President has the 
right to veto any bill passed by Congress, yet it is 
equally undeniable that he should never lightly or 
unnecessarily exercise that right. As to river and 
harbor appropriations, the President, through the 
Secretary of War, either has the power to withhold 
from expenditure any one or all of them, or he has 
not the power to so withhold. If the President bas 
not the power to so withhold, then he has failed 
in his obligation to carry out the law and over- 
stepped the bounds prescribed by the Constitution. 
If he has the power toso withhold, then the veto was 
quite unnecessary. The letter from the Secretary 
of War, heretofore referred to, gives alist of 31 
such appropriations in the Act of 1882, which the 
Secretary says have been “ temporarily withheld” 
by him “ by suggestion of the President.” The 
assertion of power to temporarily withhold, car- 
ries with it the implication of power to permanent- 
ly withhold. But whether it is the duty of the 
Executive simply to execute the law, except in 
cases where it is absolutely impracticable or 
palpably unconstitutional, and in that event to so 
report to Congress, is a matter upon which this 
committee is not dutiably bound at this time to ex- 
press an epinion. 


Second—As to what is meant by local works, ex- 
penditures on which would not promote general 
commerce, (or commerce among the States,) but 
benetit only the locality. In one aspect all com- 
meres witbin the United States is **local,” in that 
it chiefly benefits the locality from or to which it is 
shipped. In another aspect al! of itis “ general’ 
commerce in the presise ratio that the commerce 
of a locality bears to the general commerce of the 
country. Itis about as easy to determine of any- 
thing that it is more of a cause than a consequence, 
It ls about as easy as it is to draw the line between 
local and general commerce between the States. 
Some unfortunate strear in the north or Hast, per- 
chance, which, although larger than many a river, 
is there termed a ‘creek,’ with, perhaps, a still 
more unfortunate name, may by some be objected 
to as having merely a ** local” commerce, although 
it may sbip iron ore, pig-iron, or pottery clay 
for manufacturing purposes to other States, or 
may manufacture and send tile and basin pipes all 
over tbe country. So also with some small navi- 
gable river in the cotton helt, in the sugar, orin 
the grain producing regious. * * * It fellows 
then plainly and is now so held, and especially in 
view of the insuperable difficulty in many cases of 
tracing up and distinguishing between the “gen- 
eral’ and the “ purely general” and “local” trade 
and imtereourse—that all navigable streams are na- 
tiona! streams and presumably bear upon their wa- 
ters genera! commerce. This is the only true guide 
in dealing with these questions—anznd is so simple 
that he who runs may read. All such are entitled 
—if otherwise worthy of improvement—to consid- 
eration and an equitable share of appropriation for 
the ease and safety of transportation of the coim- 
mere which they float. It was preeisely upon this 
principle that the last River and Harbor bill was 
prepared. Upon this same principle, but with the 
lines of economy tightly drawn, the present bill is 
formulated. 

Third—As to the alleged extravagance in the ex- 
penditures, and consequent demoralization, the 
works themselves being public and national and 
not * purely local,” as has been shown, and worthy 
of appropriations in the interest of commerce and 
navigation, it is still ebarged in the President's 
Message that those in the aet of 1582 were extrava- 
gent in amount. That charge is not eapable of 
substantiation. * * * Astothe fear expressed 
by the President of the ‘“‘demoralizing effect” 
upon “those intrusted with official duty through

This question is easily answered from official 
sources, In House mis. doc., No. 15, second ses- 
sion, Forty-seventh Congress, containing tabula- 
ted information on ail these points, the Chief of 
Engineers states that of that $15,748,875 only 
$4,949,612 06 will remain unexpended June 30, 1883; 
that $845,475 is unexpended because the expendi- 
ture is either withheld by the Secretary (and this 
covers 31 items and $622,475 of the amount) or 
from non-cemp'etion of the projects, (five items, 
$98,000.) or cause deferred to await fur- 
ther action of Congress, (five items, $97.- 
000,). or because the amounts appropriated 
are insufficient to commence the work, (three 
items, $11,000.) The balanee, then, according to 
this official statement, that will be on hand at the 
commencement of the coming fiscal year, will be 
but $4,104,137 06, aside from the items purposely 
withheld either for cood or for sufficient cause; 
and accerding to the same authority, practicaily 
allof it will be expended within afew months 
thereafter. Itisne new thine to have such bal- 
ances unexpended at the expiration of the fiseal 
year for which they had/been appropriated. There is 
always such a balance—being more or lessin the 
ratio of the size of the bill and the conditions sur- 
rounding the respective works. It is invariably 
and inevitably so, and never will be otherwise. 
Throuch this misapprehension of the President 
the country has been brought to believe that be- 
cause a fictititious balance of $17,724,000, mace up 
by adding extraneous matter and taking no ac- 
count of the millions of dollars’ worth of work 
already then contracted for, remained on hand 
Noy. 30, 1882, therefore there would be no need of 
appropriations to carry on hundreds of important 
works from June 30, 1883, to June 30, 1884. 

In conclusion, the committee desire to leave on 
record their protest against the discontinuance of 
liberal appropriations to secure safe and easy navi- 
gation for our internal traffic and intercourse. 
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PARK DEPARTMENT AFFAIRS. 
Before the Park Commissioners were called 
to order yesterday Gen. Vielo bad a long argument 
with Mr. Wales in regard to the question of who 
should act as Chairman of the meeting.

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SOLDIERS AND SAILORS’ MONUMENT. 

The Trustees of the Soldiers and Sailors’ 
Monument Association met last evening at the res- 
idence of Gen. Lloyd Aspinwall, the Chairman of 
the Trustees.

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PAYING OF F THE STRIKERS.

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WEAKNESS. IN CHICAGO MARKETS. 


FALSE RUMORS OF FAILURES AND LITTLE 
DEMAND FOR GRAIN FOR SHIPPING. 

CuHicaco, Feb. 21.—The leading produce 
markets were less active to-day, though there was 
a large volume of trade, and the feeling was yery 
weak. There was almost a panic at times, and the 
day on ’Change was unmarked by anything like 
the rally which usuzlly breaks the monotony of 
falling on a weak market. Tho grain market suf- 
fered the most, provisions being relatively steady; 
the air was thick with rumors of commercial fail- 
ure, most of which were entirely without founda- 
tion, while some others had only the shadow 
of faet to support them. The weather was 
fine. permitting a more rapid movement of 
grain from first hands, and advices to that effect 
were received by several parties in the trade. It 
was also thought that the present distrust will 


make merebants closer, insisting on payment of 
obligations, which will make it necessary for coun- 
try dealers to call on the farmers tu pay up pres- 
ent indebtedness as well as dispose of their prod- 
uee to meetcurrent bilis. This, it was thought, 
will materially increase the rush of produce to 
market, giving a much larger quantity to be han- 
died on more reticent buying. It was said that 
the farmers have been unwilling to sell anything 
except hogs at revent prices, and that they will 
now have to let zo their grain. Of course, there is 
a great deal of exaggeration in this. The wheat 
has been marketed rather freely, but a good deal 
of it has gone to the flour mill direct, which fact 
has marked the movement. Itis also said that 
the South is already bare of oats, and corn 
has not been held back by any means, though it 
might have been shipped more freely but for the 
small pereentage which has graded as No.2. The 
British markets were quick te catch the tone here 
and sagged right offin response to the weakuess 
which was felt rather than experienced here as 
— trading was nearly over before ours had well 
egun, 

The shipping demand here for grain was, of 
course, dull. It was noteworthy yesterday that 
the bulk of selling was done by holders. Parties 
who had bought recently were seared into unload- 
ing, and would have sold a great deal more if the 
market had been ina condition to takeit. The 
buying was mostly done by men who had 
sold shert at the top. The bears were in 
fact the chief sustainers of the market. Most of 
them were 60 heavily short that they did not dare 
to dip in further, and the worst ones, that is, those 
who were short at much lower figures, simply held 
aloof, not daring te attempt to take advantage of 
the situation, which might afterward prov* to be 
only a prelude to another advance. The markets 
were generally firm in the afternoon, the 
cereals scliing higher. Provisions were mod- 
erately active and tending downward. Pork 
declined 1714 cents, and lard and meats 10 
eents, closing respectively at 15 and 7% cents 
below the latest prices of Tuesday, at $15 50 for 
May pork, $11 75 for May lard, and $9 92% for 
May ribs. Liverpool reported a decline of 6d. to Is. 
in meats, and the local hog market was quoted 
lower, with a larger supply,*while the rumors of 
additional failures in the world outside tended to 
unsettle confidence in the values of provisions. 
The facts told on some holders of May 
stuff, and they unloaded freely, while 

sharp outside demand of the previous 
day, which had been especially markea in 
short ribs, seemed to have faded out like a Sum- 
mer cloud. But the market was very steady as 
compared with grain, which was partly due to the 
fact that many speculative operators seized the 
opportunity to ehange over their holdings from 
one menth to another at a slightly diminisned pre- 
mium. Italso looked asif certain leading opera- 
tors were averse to a decline though they only 
werked quietly to slacken instead of prevent it. 
On the afternoon call the market was steady. 
Wheat was active aud weak. The market de- 
clined 244 cents, and closed on ’Chasge 2 cents 
below the latest prices of Tuesday, closing at $1 03 
for March and $1 1234 bid for May. The public ad- 
vices from Engiand quoted adetline of 3d. to 6d. 
per quarter, and private cables said there was no 
dispositionto buy. Onur receipts were light, those 
of Winter being next to nothing, but they were 
expected speedily to show an increase, and 
there was a widespread fear that the com- 
mercial distrust would be fatal to the main- 
tenance of the sharp advance experienced in 
wheat, while coal and iron stocks have 
been almost steadily depreciating. As above 
noted the selling was done mostly by the longs, 
there being little of what is usually known as 
bearing the market. Indeed, the situation was 
weak enough without any fictitious help on the 
downward turn. There was a little rally about 
noon, but it was soon over, and the later market 
was tame, with little doing. Car-lots were not 
much better than nominal, 144 to 2 cents decline. 
On the afternoon call the market was firmer, 
May selling up to $1 14%, and  olosing 
at $1 1414. Corm was active and weak, the mar- 
ket declined about 144 cents, and closed on ’Change 
at1to15¢ cents below the latest prices of Tues- 
day at 5634 cents bid for March and 605< to 6054 
cents for May. Liverpool reported a decline of 9d. 
per quarter, while our receipts were about one- 
quarter less than those of the preceding day, 
but larger than wanted by the trade, 
as shippers held off when they saw the 
speculative weaknezs and only bought spar- 
ingly at a decline of 1 to 2 cents per bushel 
the eutside for new mixed. There were several 
shipping orders here which were “stopped” by 
telegraph on news of the weakness in futures. 
The spsculative holders sold about as much as they 
could get ridof,the speculation in corn being 
about the same «as in wheat, except that there was 
more of the gambler element in the corn crowd, 
and more of an increase in receipts was looked for 
in cora than in wheat. In the afternoon there was 
a decided stiffening. May sold up to 6134 cents, 
with some fiiliag to be sure of net being caught 
over the holidays, and sold afterward at 615< cents 
on thecurbstone. The Board of ‘rrade will be 
closed to-morrow.

PROGRESS OF THE BRIBERY INVESTIGATION

TRENTON, Feb. 21.—The bribery investiga- 
tion was resumed to-day, but was not conoluded 
because ex-Sheriff Laverty, the Keeper of the New- 
Jersey State Prison, whose name was dragged into 
the disreputable transaction, by ex-Speaker Egan, 
was wanted asa witness, and was kept away by 
business. The testimony taken to-day was mainly 
that given by Mr. Egan, who admitted his 


visit to Assemblyman Armitage, but denied that 
he went there to offer himmoney. He said he 
went there to ask Mr. Armitage to postpone the 
bills, and Armitage refused on the ground that de- 
lays are dangerous.

BURNING OF THE MORRO CASTLE. 


ENTIRELY DESTROYED AT FER OHARLESTON 
PIER WITH HER CARGO. 

CHARLESTON, 8S. C., Feb. 21.—The steam- 
ship Morro Castle, of the Clyde Line, running be- 
tween New-York and Charleston, was burned at 
her pier in this city about 2 o’cleck this morning. 
The fire originated in the after part of the saloon, 
from what cause is not exactly known. The ofii- 
cers were all asleep in their quarters, and the erew 
were asleep in the forecastle. They had barely 
time to make their eseape, clad in what clothing 
they happened tohaveon. The stewardess, who 
escaped in her night clothiag, gave the alarm. She 
says she was awakened by the odor of burning 


iteh and found her cabin filled with smoke. She 
mmediately jumped up, ran out, and gave the 
alarm to the watchman. The chief engineer es- 
caped from his quarters only a minute before 
they became enveloped im fiames. The fire 
spread so rapidly that the entire after 
part the ship, ineluding all the upper 
works, was in fiames almost before the 
alarm could be given. The Fire Departmert re- 
sponded promptly, but was unable to do more than 
keep the flames from encroaching upon the wharf 
shed. The reserve force of the department was 
then summoned, and in 20 minates after the alarm 
was given the whole force was concentrated upon 
the burning ship. At 2:30 A. M, the flames kad spread 
throughout the entire ship, the upper works of 
which wore entirely destroyed, and the firemen 
were directing their efferts to extinguishing the 
fire in the hold. The fire, however, continued to 
bura with great fury, and the steamer is a total 
loss. The Morro Castle was to bave sailed for 
New-York to-day, and hed received on board over 
one-half of her outward cargo. This consisted of 
27 bags of Sea Island cotton, 1,163 bales of upland 
cotton, 239 barre!s of resin, 31 tierces ef rice, 50 
bales of domestics, and 40 barrels of flour, all 
covered by insurance. The loss on the vessel js es- 
timated at $200,000; on the cargo $70,000. ‘

The Morro Castle was originally a side- 
wheeler, aed was built in this City by Mr. Wester- 
velt, in 1864, for the Atlantic Steam-ship Company, 
and was employed in the trade with Havana,

| chiefly as a passenger steamer. About 10 years 
ago William P. Clyde purehased the Morro Castle 
and continued running her between this City and 
Havana. About five years later he had her en- 
tirely rebuilt at acest of about $135,000, Her oa- 
pacity was increased to 1,713tons. Afterwards she 
was transferred to the Charleston Line. She was 
260 feet long, had 40 feet width of beam, and 23 feet 
depth of hoid. She was rated in the American 
Lloyds as Al. She was intended chiefly for freight, 
but had accommodations for 100 passengers, and 
was comfortably and luxuriously fitted up. The 
steamer was worth between $135,000 and $150,- 
000, and she was insured for the greater part of her 
value. The cargo was said te have been fully in- 
sured. The origin of the fire was unknown.

The doubt and uncertainty which have 
settled down upon the minds of the leaders 
of both parties in Washington with reference 

o the Tariff bill are not to be wondered 
at. In the first place, no one knows very 
clearly what the bill is. Not only was the 
“bill reported by the Finance Committee 
altered as to its rates, but it was changed as 
‘o its classification in the Committee of the 
‘ Whole and again in the Senate, so that the 
real effect of the measure cannot be 
Clearly ascertained. Some time may very 
properly be taken to study the meas- 
ure, which will be printed to-day. 
As tothe policy of the Republicans, they 
are necessarily embarrassed by the vacilla- 
tion and want of good faith which their 
managers have shown from the first. These 
have persistently professed to be in favor of 
reduction and reform of the tariff, while in 
regard to the most important duties they 
have opposed reduction, and have been so 
dilatory in bringing forward a bill as to 
make its passage practically impossible. If 
they sincerely wished it, it would still bequite 
“possible to pass a measure of substantial re- 
lief, but their manceuvres confirm the im- 
pression that they are more anxious to save 
the favored manufacturers than to demon- 
itrate their capacity to satisfy the legitimate 
needs of the country. 


There was a heated and entirely super- 
fluous wrangle in the House yesterday over 
the Hazen complication, the immediate 
cause being Mr. BELTZHO@VER’s motion to 
strike out the clause in the Sundry Civil bill 
authorizing the Secretary of War to assign 
eight commissioned officers to the Signal 
Service. Mr. Bre.tzaoover, with consid- 
erable ill-temper, arraigned HowGaTe and 
Hazen, making the latter partially respon- 
sibie for HowGate’s crimes and immunity 
from punishment. He then attacked Hazen’s 
character as a man, an official, and a sol- 
‘dier in the most violent manner. Hazen 
was defended, and the debate waxed warm 
while it lasted, impertinent and uncalled for 
though it was. Mr. Be.rzaoover makes a 
great mistake when he travels out of the 
record to accuse HAZEN of all the offenses ia 
the criminal calendar and when he assails 
the Signal Service as necessarily corrupt. 

“Gen. Hazen’s conduct in the particular 
branch of business to which Mr. Beurz- 
HOOVER originally directed the attention of 
the country is indefensible. If Gen. Hazen 
is ever fairly examined concerning those mat- 
ters and concerniog his recent indecorous 
exhibition of himself, his fate is sealed. Mr. 
BELTZHOOVER should be satisfied with this 
disposal of a man against whom he now 
wems to cherish a petty spite. 


There seems to be a mystcrious connec- 
tion between the parson in politics and the 
prohibition of the manufacture of hats in 
State prisons. The Rev. J. Hyatt Smira, 
of Brooklyn, was elected to Congress mainly 
on that somewhat irrelevant issue, and the 
ex-Rev. E. R. Keyes, of Westchester, ap- 
pears to find its championship his chief 
business in the Assembly. Mr. Keres evi- 
dently possesses all the meanness and du- 
plicity of the lowest type of Democratic pol- 
itician. He pleaded illness a week ago to 
stave off debate on the bill, and when it 
came up yesterday he had the gag law ap- 
plied to secure its tinal passage without dis- 


eussion. Aa the bill was passed by a vote | the ‘‘ newspapers 


of 80 to 26, the majority being mainly 
Democratic, it is to be presumed that the 
party associates qf Mr. Keyes approve of 
his peculiar tactics as well as of the princi- 
ples of his bill. The measure is simply an 
entering wedge for the abolition of all pro- 
ductive labor in the State prisons, and is, 
therefore, in the line of the Democratic 
policy of securing for convicts a life of ease. 
It must be said to the credit of the majority 
in the Senate that, in spite of the efforts of 
that arch-demagogue Mr. Grapy, they re- 
fused to imitate the Assembly in promoting 
insubordination and mutiny in Sing Sing. 
A formal vote on the question was defeated 
by adjournment, but the active sympathy 
with the convicts’ revolt manifested in the 
lower house was clearly stamped with dis- 
approval. 


Any reorganization of the Department of 
Charities and Correction proposed by Demo- 
cratic politicians is likely to be regarded 
with suspicion, and though the bill for tliat 
purpose introduced in the Assembly yester- 
day contains at least one good feature, it 
does not strike at the radical defect of 
the existing system, its abandonment to 
the ordinary type of party politician. 
The principle that the care of paupers and 
dependent children should be separated from 
the management of criminals will be gener- 
ally accepted. But in making a clear dis- 
tinction between charitable and penal insti- 
tutions any measure of reform should hand 
over the former at least to a board 
of citizens distinguished for their in- 
terest in and_ ability to conduct 
philanthropic work. There are scores of 
such in New-York able and willing to 
deyote unpaid time and labor to the ad- 
ministration of the large amount annually 
expended by the City on its charitable in- 
stitutions and their affiliated methods 
of poor relief. Of such a board women 
of the type who are foremost in charity as- 
sociations should form part, and the bill 
legalizing their election to public boards of 
charities, also introduced yesterday, will 
meet with entire publicapproval. It would 
perhaps be too much to expect a Demo- 
cratic Legislature to pass any measure tend- 
ing to effect a complete divorce between the 
organization of public charity and party 
politics, but well-directed and persistent 
agitation might accomplish even that feat. 


The organization of the Republican Cen- 
tral Committee by the clique who have so 
long followed party politics for personal 
gain was so much a matter of course as to 
excite neither comment nor surprise. It is 
eminently fitting that so perfect a type of 
the office-holding and place-hunting party 
worker as Jonn J. O’Brren should be at 
the head of a committee with so few claims 
to represent any other phase of Re- 
publicanism. Mr. O’Brren’s course last 
Fall in thrusting himself into the nomi- 
nation for County Clerk, and thereby de- 
feating the Municipal reform ticket, to which 
the majority of the party gave a loyal sup- 
port, was most signally rebuked at the polls 
in spite of all the bargaining and trickery 
by which he received a large share of Tam- 
many votes. To a person less thick-skinned 
than the head of the Bureau of Elections, 
the lesson of last Fall would have been ac- 
cepted as an emphatic hint to retire 
from the active direction of party politics, 
but Mr. O’Brien turns up unabashed with 
the bland statement that he hopes ‘‘to con- 
duct the fortunes of the party as ably and 
successfully as he has in the past.’’ This 
impudent defiance of public opizion is not 
assumed by Mr. O’Brien and his “‘ heelers’’ 
without a cool calculation that they have an 
even chance of being tolerated because of 
the fear of worse evils. It will need more 
heroic party surgery than has yet been ap- 
plied to remove the parasitical growths that 
by the indifference and neglect of the better 
class of Republicans have been allowed to 
impair the vitality and check the growth of 
the party in this City. 


RIVERS AND HARBORS AGAIN. 


It has been known for some time that the 
House Committee on Commerce was deter- 
mined to bring in a new River and Harbor 
bill. It has done so, and accompanied it by 
a very long and labored report criticising 
the veto of the bill of last session by the 
President and the course of the Secretary 
of War with reference both to the last ses- 
sion and the present. The circumstances 
are extraordinary. Congress last year 
passed a bill appropriating some nine- 
teen million dollars for the improvement 
of rivers and harbors. The President, 
after careful consideration of its pro- 
visions, returned it without his approval. 
His reasons for doing so were that while 
there were some works provided for in the 


bill which were proper and necessary, there | 


were many others which were local, and 
from which general commerce could derive 
no advantage whatever. The Committee on 
Commerce makes acurious comment on this 
veto. It declares that either the President 
may or may not withhold the appro- 
priations after they are made. If he may, 
no veto was needed, because he could 
prosecute only such works as commended 
themselves to his judgment and ignore 
the remainder. If he may not legal 
ly make this discrimination, then he has 
been acting without authority, for a num- 
ber of the appropriations in last year’s bill 
have been ‘‘ temporarily withheld under the 
direction of the President.’’ The committee 
evidently thinks that the President has ex- 
ceeded his authority, and that it is his duty 
simply to execute the laws which Congress 
may pass. Tlie veto was, therefore, neces- 
sary from the stand-point of the President, 


and the committee goes on to assert that | 


none of the appropriations was improper or 
unnecessary. 
It would be difficult to conceive of greater 
hardihood than is required to make this as 
sertion, but the committee is capable of it, 
for it declares that there isno trace discov- 
erable of the ‘*demoralization’’ which the 


President attributes to the extravagant, use- | 


less, and log-rolling appropriations of Con- 
gress. To the common sense of the gencral 


reader no better evidence of such demoral- | 


ization is required than the report of the 
committee. Gentlemen who cannot under- 


stand that the last River and Harbor bill | 


was full of unjustifiable provisioas, and 
who calmly attribute the general popu- 
lar disgust and indignation which it 
excited to the malignant efforts of 
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centres,”” “blinding the people to their 
best interests,” are striking examples of de- 
moralization in an advanced stage. It is 
useless for them to pretend that the en- 
gineers were aimed at in the President's re- 
mark, and to defend these officers from the 
charge of being demoralized. The branch 
of the public service which suffers in this 
regard from the corrupting influence of Con- 
gressional recklessness is the legislative, 
and the persistency with which Mr. Pacr’s 
committee clings to the privilege of parcel- 
ing out eight or nine millions this year, after 
the experience of last year, is evidence of 
how far the process has gone. 


The committee naturally repels the Presi- 
dent’s suggestion that some means shall be 
adopted to fix the responsibility for each 
public work upon those who direct the ex- 
penditure upon it. President ArrTaur re- 
ferred to three methods by which this could 
be done: A separate bill for each appro- 
priation, a constitutional amendment giv- 
ing the President authority to veto specific 
items, or an appropriation of a gross sum to 
be expended under the direction of the Pres- 
ident. Either of these methods would be 
superior to the present. The first and the 
second would divide the responsibility fairly 
between the President and Congress; the 
third would place it upon the President al- 
most wholly. The committee regards them 
allas ‘‘absurd” and ‘‘impracticable.”” They 
are ‘‘absurd’’ to the average log-roller in 
Congress because they cut him off from one 
of his richest sources of profit and advan- 
tage. They are ‘‘impracticable’’ because it 
does not seem possible to make this Congress 
loose iis grip upon any portion of the public 
revenue upon which it has been able to fasten 
it. It is quite idle to call to the attention of 
statesmen of the Page pattern and size the 
fact that a number of the most prosperous 
and intelligent States of the Union have 
adopted constitutional provisions for carry- 
ing out the principle advocated by the Presi- 
dent, and have had good reason to be perfectly 
satisfied with having done so. The combi- 
nation plan of legislation is the only basis 
which many members of Congress have for 
their operations. They would be helpless 
and insignificant without it. They know 
not only that in union there is strength, but 
that it is absolutely the only source of 
strength to them. The have studied the 
fable of the bundle of fagots with at- 
tention, and they understand its applica- 
tion to their petty schemes, which, 
tested one by one, would inevitably 
break to pieces. If the President’s princi- 
ple had been applied to the last River and 
Harbor bill, and each of its items had been 
submitted to a separate vote, not only would 
it have been impossible to pass them all over 
his veto, but a large part of them, and pre- 
cisely those to which he objected, would 
never have been passed at all. Of course, 
the principle is ‘‘ impracticable. ’’ 

The committee devotes a great deal of 
space to trying toshow that the President has 
been misled by the Secretary of War when 
he says that there is a large balance of unex- 
pended appropriations for river and harbor 
improvements. Its argument is entirely 
specious and essentially deceitful. If the 
committee were not badly *‘demoralized,’’ 
it would see that the people of the country 
cannot be fooled by the cheap sophistry 
which is more appropriate to a political con- 
vention than to the House of Representa- 
tives. As between the committee on the one 
hand and the President and Secretary on the 
other, the people will believe the latter when 
they say that there is no need of further ap- 
propriations, and will not believe the com- 
mittee’s assertion that there is, for the Presi- 
dent and Secretary are disinterested and the 
committee is not. 


CLAIMS AGAINST THE STATE. 


Three separate bills have been introduced 
in the Legislature for the establishment of a 
tribunal to adjudicate private claims against 
the State. At present all claims for dam- 
ages by the canals are determined by the 
Board of Canal Appraisers, and other claims 
are tried before a Board of Audit consisting 
of the Secretary of State, the Controller, 
and the State Treasurer. This latter body 
is a very unsatisfactory one for the purpose, 
being composed of executive officers who 
may be ill-fitted for judicial functions and 
who have other duties to attend to which of 
necessity prevent them from holding any 
regular or stated sessions as a Board of 
Audit. It is the object of the pending bills 
to abolish both these boards and transfer 
their duties to a special tribunal. 


The bill introduced by Mr. Cary in the 
Assembly provides for the appointment 
of a Board of State Appraisers, con-

The other scheme, introduced in the As- 
sembly by Mr. Scort, provides for the es- 
tablishment of a regular Court of Claims as 
an addition to the judicial machinery of the 
State. It requires the appointment of a 
Chief Judge for aterm of six years, and 
two associate Judges for terms of five years 
and four years, respectively, in the first in- 
stance, and six years thereafter. Seven 
years’ practice as attorney and counselor 
in the Supreme Court is made a neces- 
sary qualification. The salaries of Judges are 
fixed at $5,000 each, and provision is made 
for a Chief Clerk at $3,000, a Deputy Clerk 
at $2,000, a stenographer at $1,500, a Mar- 
shal at $1,500, and a messenger at $800, be- 
sides which the Attorney-General is to be 
allowed an additional deputy at $4,000 a 
year to defend the State against claims, 
and in general to represent it before 
this tribunal. It is to have all the 
functions and methods of procedure 
of a regular court, including the enforce- 
ment of judgments in behalf of the State. 
As to judgments against the State it is spe- 
cifically provided that they shall be paid by 
the Controller *‘out of any appropriation 
made by law for the payment of private 
claims against the Stute.’? Appeals may be 
taken on questions of law only to the Court 
of Appeals in cases involving not less than 
$500. The court is required to hold three 
regular terms each year at Albany, and may 
hold special or adjourned terms elsewhere. 


It is doubtful if the Legislature has any 
power to establish a Court of Claims like 
that provided for in this last mentioned bill. 
The judiciary of the State is established by 
the Constitution itself, and power is given 
to the Legislature only to establish ‘local 
courts of civil and criminal jurisdiction.’’ 
But is there any necessity for such a tri- 
bunal, or even for a Board of Claims or 
Board of Appraisers? Why should not 
persons who have claims against 
the State be allowed to bring suits 
in the Supreme Court for the determination 
and recovery of what is due them, just as 
they bring suits against their fellow-citizens 
upon whom they have disputed claims? It is 
not beneath the dignity of the State Govern- 
ment to be sued. The process is simply to 
determine whether a claim against it is just, 
and how much ought to be paid. The Eng- 
lish Government is subject to suits of the 
kind, and so is that of the United States. The 
latter has established a special tribunal for the 
purpose, chiefly because for some years claims 
of ‘a certain class have been very numerous 
and of a kind that must necessarily be ad- 
judicated at Washington, while the regular 
Federal courts have been overburdened with 
other business. One of the Justices of the 
State Supreme Court—Judge Rumsey, of the 
Rochester district—recently expressed the 
opinion that there was no constitutional 
or other difficulty in the way, while 
there would be many advantages both 
for claimants and the State. Authority 
has been given by constitutional amendment 
for a considerable enlargement of the Su- 
preme Court in districts where it is over- 
burdened, and these claims, being distrib- 
uted over the State, would not add seriously 
to its labors. Besides, it is only the General 
Terms that are crowded now, and they 
already have to entertain appeals from the 
Board of Audit and Canal Appraisers. 
Provision could easily be made for bring- 
ing these suits at Special Term in the dis- 
tricts where they arise or where the claim- 
ants live, and if failure to establish a claim 
entailed costs on the claimant it would do 
no injustice and would discourage the bring- 
ing of unfounded claims, which is the 
character of the majority of those now put 
forward. It may well be doubted whether 
it is necessary or expedient to establish any 
more courts or commissions or boards just 
now. If the Canal Appraisers and the 
Board of Audit are abolished there will be 
a real gain, provided something equally or 
more expensive does not take their place, 
and we see no good reason why claims 
against the State should not be adjudicated 
in the regular courts.

We see 
this popular tendency to deify a public man, 
much beloved, in the case of Lincoin, who 
was certainly one of the most human of men, 
but who, as the generation that knew 
him passes off the stage, is regarded with 
dumb veneration by those who succeed us. 
We may well be pardoned a smile when 
we think of Lixcoin, with his broad sym- 
pathies, his homely humor, and his habitual 
disregard for the dignities and pomps of 
station, being classed with WasHIxXGTON as 
one of the dwellers upon any American 
olympus. Nevertheless, it is true that, as 
human frailty and human imperfection are 
alike forgotten when the tomb closes over 
the object of our love and respect, so each 
successive age advances the hero, sage, or 
philosopher higher in his niche of fame, 
until he becomes something more than mere 
man. The time may come when Lincoin’s 
homely traits shall be forgotten, as we now 
forget everything in WasHINGTon that iden- 
tifies him with common clay. 

But, while we know that the minute 
chronicler of a public man’s sayings and 
doings did not live in WasHINGTON’s time 
as he has since lived to give us the 
most intimate views of character, we 
must concede that WASHINGTON was emi- 
nently a man of high dignity, even ma- 
jesty. One of the celebrated Apams family 
once said of Wasnrneton, looking at his 
portrait, that this was a man who achieved 
an enormous reputation by keeping his 
mouth shut. In this age of chatterers and 
ready orators a great silent man with massive 
achievements recorded of him would be 
worshiped by the people. WasHINGTON 
was one who inspired instinctive respect, it 
is said, and this was a personal endowment 
which might have accompanied even less 
solid gifts than those which he possessed. 
But the personal qualities of WassincTon 
are now merely traditional. The present 
age has to do chiefly with his works and his 
services to his country. Fortunately, these 
are solid and enduring; they forma part of 
the history of the Republic. To-day we 
celebrate, not so much the birthday of 
the first President, the first General of the 
Army of the United States, as the founda- 
tion of the Republic with every event of 
whose early history the name of Wasarne- 
TON is so Closely identified and interwoven. 

It is not necessary that we should con- 
trast the character of WasaIneTton with 
that of any American statesmen of the pres- 
ent day in order to measure the altitude of 
the great man. We need not magnify his 
reputation at the expense of those who now 
rule the Republic, make its laws, and oc- 
cupy its high places. But, for the sake of 
the present generation, and for the emula- 
tion of those who come after us, we‘may 
well study his noble character, imitate his 
manly virtues, and lay to heart the patriotic 
words he left us as a precious legacy. 


SAVED AGALY. 


The news that Harvard and Yale are to 
row an eight-oared race next Summer will 
be received by the country with a sensation 
of profound relief.

and that not more than five minutes’ notice 
shall be given to Yale, and that finally, in 
case the Yale boat should come in first, 
Harvard shall have the right to claim a 
foul, and that upon such claim the victory 
shall at once be adjudged to her, without in- 
vestigation and without appeal. 

All these conditions are at once rejected 
by Yale, and the diplomatic correspondence 
is thereupon renewed—Yale abating some 
one of her original demands. Harvard replies 
with another refusal, but, for the sake of 
harmony, offers to permit an average of a 


only, to each one of the Yale oarsmen. 
This sort of thing goes on for about four 
months, when Harvard appoints a committee 
to go to New-Haven and confer personally 
with the Yale committee. The two com- 
mittees hold nightly and protracted meet- 
ings, and after a week or a fortnightof hard 
work agree upon the conditions of the race. 
It is only fair to the oarsmen to say that as 
soon as this happy result is attained the 
news is promptly published, so that the terri- 
ble suspense in which the entire public has 
been held for months may be relaxed.

In such case civil war would be 
inevitable. The continent would be drenched 
with the blood of the partisans of Yale and 
Harvard, and though the war would finally 
come to an end with the exhaustion of the 
combatants, there would also be an end, not 
merely of free government and of this great 
Republic, but of college boat-races, and the 
darkness of the Middls Ages, when the art 
of rowing eight-oared shells was unknown, 
would shroud the once prosperous, civilized, 
and enlightened Union. 

It is intolerable that we should be exposed 
once a year to these terrible dangers, and 
that for five or six months, while Harvard 
and Yale are arranging a boat-race, business 
should be brought to a stand-still by the un- 
certainty as to whether a race will be ar- 
ranged or not. The decision as to this point 
and the entire management of the race 
should be placed, by international agree- 
ment, in the hands of a European con- 
gress. The first step in this direction 
should be a constitutional amendment 
forbidding Harvard and Yale to arrange the 
terms of a boat-race for themselves, and 
making it the duty of the President of the 
United States to call a European congress 
to take all the preliminary measures for 
bringing about a race between the two col- 
leges. Authority should also be given to 
the President to use the Army and Navy, 
and compel the Harvard and Yale crews to 
row in accordance with the rules laid down 
by the congress. This is the only way in 
which a matter of such supreme importance 
can be reguiated. Let us be thankful that 
Harvard 20d Yale have agreed to row this 
year, but let us not risk the possibility of a 
failure on their part to row in 1884. 





A band of young rascals who have their 
head-quarters in the neighborhood of Printing 
House-square from time to time carry terror into 
the upper parts of this City, and also into Brook- 
lyn, Jersey City, and Hoboken.

As soon ashe has sold a paperthe “ bogus 
extra fiend’ redoubles his speed, and before his 
victim has done searching the paper heis far from 
the wrath which is the result of the ineffectual 
search. At’times the raseals find something in the 
daily papers which serves asa slight cover for their 
wrong-doing. For instance, on last Friday morn- 
ing, when the fog was thick as pea soup in the 
streets and on the rivers, a band of them appeared 
in Brooklyn crying out that a Fulton ferry-boat 
had been sunk. Everybody whe heard them de- 
clared that the long-expeeted catastrophe had 
coms, and dismay crept into many households. 
The only basis for the startling report was a para- 
graph in an obscure journal announcing tnat a 
slight collision had occurred on the river. It 
would be well for the Brooklyn and Jersey Police 
to arrest every one of these rascals when they are 
leaving the ferry-boats with their fraudulent wares. 
The policemen on duty at the ferry-houses know 
or can easily learn who they are.

In Kocn’s methed of propagatios 
on gelatine, under microscopic surveillance, this 
danger is averted, and the pedigree of the beeteria 
ultimately seleeted for inoculation tests is guaran- 
teed with certainty. Certain New-York savants 
and one New-Orleans microscopist, Dr. H. D. 
Scuurpt, President of the Pathological Society, 
have tried to stamp Kocu asa fraud by proclaiming 
that his so-called bacilli tubereulosis were either 
strings of fibrine or fat crystals. Unfortunately for 
these gentlemen, as the lecturer showed, the ba- 
cilli of Kocn stand two tests which Prove them to 
be genuine. They propagate in sterilized breeding 
grounds—which fbrine strings certainly cannot — 
and they absorb aniline by endosmosis, which fat 
erystals, with a perversity which is sickening, wil) 
not. Moreover, after repeated breedings, these 
bacilli, or rather their remote descendants, will pro- 
duce tuberculosis in previously healthy organisms 
~—a maliciousness which no moral fibrine string o4 
right-minded fat crystal would be guilty of. Bac. 
teria are now proved to cause anthrax by severa! 
competent observers; they are almost without ¢ 
aoubt connected with phthisis, as shown by Kocu; 
they may be rationally supposed, until certain facts 
are disproved, to be related to leprosy, erysipelas, 
diphtheria, septicemia, remittent fever, and other 
diseases, and itis more than probable. in view of 
well-known phenomena accompanying the rise and 
spread of those maladies, that they are causes of 
cholera, yellow fever, dangue, and many other 
eases of infectious type. '

The hostility of the farmers toward hunting 
inIreland has become more intense in some dis 
tricts, while in others it has entirely disappeared. 
Tne Marquis of Warerrorp returned not long age 
to test the feeling of the people. Knowing how

No seoner had he put in an ap 
pearance In the field than the farmers congregated 
there also, and stones and clods began to fly in a 
bromiscuous manner. There has been some kunt- 
ing in the County Clare, but the sport is not pur 
sued with the spirit of former years. In the Coun- 
ty Limerick, two seasons ago, the farmers em- 
phasized their shonts of disapproval by throwing 
soft mud at the members of the Hunt Club. This 
year they have taken another method for stopping 
the sport. At arecent meet six hounds in advance 
of the rest of the pack whined piteously and 
dropped dead. Investigation proved that they had 
been poisoned with strychnine. It had been care- 
fully laid in the vicinity of a railway station, and 
the hounds had mo sooner been put upon the rua 
than they took it. They were valued at . 
$50 eaeh, and the county will be taxed 
to pay for the loss. The Master was se 
indignant: that he immediately notified one 
hundred and twenty of his employes that he should 
not require their services any longer. In Ireland 
at the present time the chances for oceupatien are 
so few that the newspapers regard the breaking up 
of the county hounds as a very serious matter.

 “SCHOOL-HOUSE DISASTER. 


@ GENERAL FUNERAL SERVICE TO-DAY—A 
CORONER'S JURY INVESTIGATING TO 


INADEQUATE MEANS OF EGRESS, 

The large parochial school in East Fourth- 
street, wherein occurred the disastrous panic on 
Tuesday afternoon, wore a desolate and forbidding 
look yesterday. Its doors were locked and its 
rooms were deserted. The only visible reminders 
af the tradegy were the large white rosettes of 
prape and satinribbon which hung conspicuously 
ypon many doors in the vicinity of the school- 
beuse. The list of the dead, which was made up as 
parefully as possibile during the excitement that pre- 

_Wailed on Tuesday night, is found to be nearly cor- 
rect. Among the names given of those reported to 
bave been kilied was that of “ Frances Nettermuth, 
aged 12, of No. 22 Clinton-street,?’ but this 
could not be confirmed by investigation yosterday, 
and it is very probable that only 14 were killed in- 
stead of 15, as reported in yesterday's Times. Ar- 
rangements have been made for a general funeral 
from the church in East Third-street, between Av- 
enues Aand B. Invitations have been sent to the 
families of all of the dead children to participate 


in the general ceremony to take place in the church 
this morning at 9 o’cloek. Father Hespelein will 
celebrate a requiem mass, assisted by Fathers 
Weisser and Arend. 
The Sisters of the Convent of Notre Dame busied 
ives yesterday in paying visits of condo- 
‘ence and comfort to the hemes of children who 
were killed and injured. Three of the injured 
ones were found to be in a very critical condition. 
Louisa Floren, of No. 199 Avénue C, the girl 10 
old, who was taken to St. Francis Hospital, 
ngered in painful semi-consciousness throughout 
the day. Annio Smith, 12 years old, whose parents 
five ut No. 219 Avenue C, who was taken to 
Bellevue Hospital. rested comfortably during 
the day and the attending physicians considered 
her recovery probable. Katie Gerlach, 7 years old 
was lying unconscious on ner little cot in her rd 
pnts’ poor apartments in the rear of No. 219 t 
Third-street yesterday. She euffered from in- 
ternal injuries and severe brulses on her chest, 
and died at ‘10:50 o’clock last evening, 
making the total number of deaths thus far 15. 
This case is a very pitiable one, as the ‘amily is 
miserably poor and the father is so prostrated by 
consumption that he is unable to work. The 
mother is a hard-working woman, but her earn- 
ings are scarcely sufficient to take eare of her sick 
husband and her six children. Anmie Senft, 7 
: old, was found at her parents’ home, 
o 649 East Fifth-street, in a com 
paratively comfortable condition, and good reports 
‘were given of other injured children, who number 
14. Rudolph Mantel,a German lad, 8 years old, 
whose parents live in second-story rooms in the 
rear of No, 92 East First-street, was thrown down 
the stairway and trampled upon. He was taken 
home insensible and remained unconscious until 
yesterday noon, when he sat up in his little bed 
and asked for a giass of beer. e beer was given 
to him and he rapidiy gained strength and spirits. 
Coroner Ferdinand Levy yesterday summoned a 
7 to investigate the cause of the deaths. The 
Jarors met at the Seventeenth Precinct Station- 
ouse at1 P.M. Their names are: James D. Fish, 
President of the Marine Bank; Oswald Otten- 
dorfer, of the staais Zeitung; Daniel Sweeney, 
proprietor of Sweeney’s Hetel: F. Krutina, furni- 
ture manufacturer, No. 96 East Heuston-street; 
James Lynch, one of the Commissioners of Emi- 
gration; Peter Scnaefier, of No. 96 Second-street; 
‘Myer Foster. of No. 143 Avenue D; Henry 
Setzer. of No. 187:Second-avenue; Leo Schlesinger, 
of Avenue D and Eleventh-street; George Roth- 
mann, of No. 10 First-avenue: Charles Weltz, of 
No. 52 Avenue A, and John Bardes, of Ne. 86 Avenue 
A. The Coroner and the jurors, accompanied by 
Police Justice Jacob Patterson and Capt. McCul- 
agh,inspected the sehool building. They wan- 
dered through the deserted rooms and halls, and 
commented upon the extraordinary narrowness ef 
the latter. The semi-circular passages, which on 
avery fioor lead from the class-rooms out into the 
balis where the stairs are, were found to be only ; 
2 feet 8 inches wide. The broken stair- 
sase in the west end of the building 
was only 3 feet wide, and the sheathed 
balustrade that once guarded it was found to be 
made of pine boards % of an inch thick, nailed on 
the side of the staircase and topped with a rounded 
moulding abont 244 inckes wide. The steps, which 
severe S inches broad, were pronounced by many of 
the jurors to be teo narrow for the use of children. 
Tne pit at the bottom of the broken staircase was 
inspected with much interest, and some of the gen- 
tlemen picked up pieces of broken slates, small 
rabber combs, tions. and torn books, with 
which the floor was thickly strewn. Father 
Hespelein met the Coroner and jurors in 
pne of the class rooms and answered 
tuch questions as were put to him. He 
could give no explamation of the cause of the fire. 
but said that the little cupboard (in whion the fire 
originated) under the east stairway on the second 
floor was used asa receptacie for the sweepings 
from the clsss-reoms, This eupboard was supposed 
to be relieved of its contents at least once a week. 
The father said that Theodore Edelmann, the car- 
penter employed in the building, had nearly extin- 
guished the flames in this cupboard with a few 
of water before the arrival of the firemen. 
elmanun stated that he saw nothing in 
the cupboard after he discovered’ the 
ire, except one little book. Father 
Hespelein was unabie to state definitely 
whether the pupils of the school bad been trained 
m a fire drill. He said that they sometimes 
pad sueh things explained to them, but that it was 
“all moonlight to have such things, for in the 
trenzy and excitement Of a panic nobody could use 
them.” He stated that the school wou!d not be 
reopened for two or three weeks. He presumed 
that some improvements would be made to prevent 
recurrence of Tuesday’s sad experience, but he 
sould not tell exactly what would be done. In an- 
swer to a question by Mr. Ottendorfer, Father Hes- 
pelein said that it was the rnle of the 
school to admit no children under 7 years 
of age, but sometimes, at 
Darents, children between 6 
were taken. Each female 
responsible for the discipline and safety of the pu- 
pils under her charge. The attention of the visit- 
ng jurors was attracted to the bad sanitary con- 
ition of the play-room on thasecond floor and the 
adjacent closets. The stench’ was so overpower- 
ng yesterday that even though the windows were 
ppened none of the gentlemen were able to stay in 
the apartment. This bad smell was attributed 
to 6negiected closets and sewer gas. After 
Snishing the inspection of the building, 
Coroner Leyy announced that the formal 
nvestigation would be begun at. the 
Doroner’s office next MondayatiP.M. In com 
pany with some of the jurors, the Coroner visited 
the homes of four of the dead children. In each ! 
pase the visitors found the dead bodies of the 
yeung victims laid out in temporary eoffins. The 
sffectionate manner in whieh some of these ceffins 
were decorated was very touching. One in par- 
ticular, that ef little Therese Koetzner, was com- 
pletely covered with beautiful flowers, bright- 
solored scriptural cards, and ornaments. Lighted 
candles burmed at the head of nearly all of the 


bo. 

Inspector Esterbrook, of the Bureau ef Build- 
ings, made an inspection of the school-house yes- 
terday afterneon. He stated toa Times reporter 
that he found it to be a very ill-contrived building, 
badly planned, and without proper means of 
egress. The passages betweer the rooms and the 
ttairways were altogether too narrow. He con- 
sidered the building just sucha one as he weuld 
expect to have condemned. He said that he had in- 
structed Inspector Jobn Riley, in whose district the 
wchool-house is situated, to make a report te him 
in writing of the reasons why the condition of the 
building had not been reported te the department. 
It is expeeted that Mr. Riley’s report will be sub- 
mitted to-day. When asked whether anybody con- 
nected with department was to blame for not 
having ordered fire-escapes to be placed on tke 
school building, the Inspector answered that he 
Zid not consider himself to blame, and he was not 
disposed to blame his subordinate without a 
hearing.

SALVINI aS LEAR. 

Salvini gave his first performance of Lear in 
Boston not long ago, and he has since had time and 
chance to modify his execution of that impressive 
character. He has not, we understand, thrown 
away his opportunities. He was seen last night as 
Lear at the Academy of Music. His appearance in 
the ebaracter was, quite naturally, looked upon 
with eager interest, with thoughtful atten- 
tien, and with that eonsideration which is 
due to a great actor who essays an im- 
portant and new work. As to the char- 
acter .of Lear, much might be said of 
its place and value in stage art. This is, we think, 
i a personality which belongs rightly to the stage— 

to a stage, that is to say, which !s not given wholly 

to feeble actors. The personality, in other words, 
is not above the reach of genius andart. A more 
extravagant opinion, an opinion which puts Lear 
outside of etage treatment, has been common 
enough and is still insisted upon, probably, by lumi- 
nous commentators. Charles Lamb took the ground 
that the play should not be acted. He was disposed 
to think that the sublimities of ‘‘ King Lear” could 
not be adequately presented by means of stage 
machinery. But the imagiaative quality of all great 
dramas loses something in the performance of 
them: and it is diffieult to see why “King Lear” 
should be regarded with peculiar and extreme rev- 
erence. This play is deeply human, truthful, and 
typical; the story of it is one that has been 
told again and again—by Geoffrey of Monmouth, 
by Spenser, by MHolinshed, and by various 
remancers and dramatists—because it is a story 
which touches the heart with strange tenderness; 
its characters are overdrawn, but they are charac- 
ters which express clearly and vigorously the 
pathos, the weakness, the sin of our humanity. 
The grief of Lear does not spring from super- 
human motives; his experience illustrates common 
suffering; his qualities and faculties belong to the 
earth, and are, indeed, as sad as the earth; 
his nature is hardly less real—though shown 
amid the storm and the flash of high feeling—than 
the nature of men whose imperfection brings sor- 
row tothem. A presentation of Lear, therefore, is 
essentially and morally appropriate, since thestace 
exists for the presentation of life. It is said, of 
course, that the horrors of * King Lear” are unen- 
durable. Another word is used occasionally; Mr. 
Henry James, in a magazine artiole which exhibits 
certainly a fine appreciation of Salvini'’s power, 
speaks ofthe “tremendous heaviness” of ‘‘ King 
Lear.” That is, perhaps, an unanswerable 
argument. But we are inclined to think, and many 
observers will agree with us, that the heaviness of 
this great, lucid drama is that of truth set forth 
with imposing solemnity, not that of plum-pudding. 
There is, indeed, a strong dramatic action in 
“King Lear’—an action which has been beauti- 
fully compared with the lurid growth of a 
tempest that moves out of darkened sunlight 
into a vast and thunder-broken obscurity. 
If this play tells us with monotonous 
grandeur of “the rack of this tough world,” 
life tells in the same ravenous fact; and a man 
like Shakespeare confounded drama with fact, a 
proceeding which is always distasteful to light 
minds. Popular imagination, however, like the 
best and most serious criticism, discovers im any 
suggestive performance of “King Lear’ what 
Lamb and others failed to discover—an interest- 
ing human force whieh, in spite of the ma- 
chinery of the stage. is directly poignant 
and spiritually important. The oharacter of 
Lear, it should be added, is a simple 
poetic conception, though it is flexible and com- 
plex enough for the purposes of an actor who de- 
sires to treat it after his own fashion. It is super- 
ficial laber to bind the character within conven- 
tional limits, and to force these limits upon acting. 
It is equally superficial labor to strait-jacket Lear 
with theories. There was once upon a time an 
erudite doctor who pretended that Lear !s insane; 
just as other learned doetors say that Hamlet is 
insane. The notion that Lear is, from the 
beginning, a madman, has not, we  be- 
lieve, been ertirely given up; yet nothing 
could.be more free from doubt than the clearness 
of that mind which, with a somewhat hard sagaci- 
ty, tries to sound the hearts ef three women. 
Lear is clear-headed and practical, so far as one 
who knows himself ‘slenderly’’ can be. Whether 
he is a very feeble or a physically stalwart old man 
is a question which need not be decided dogmati- 
eally. Our Americar actors lay stress upon his 
senility, his weakness, and his childishness. Salvini, 
like the German Barnay in this, gives him 
a@ martial vigor which does mot blend easi- 
ly. Barnay, indeed, makes Lear physically 
robust to the end, infirm only as an oak 
is infirm that cracks under a storm and falls light- 
ning blasted. A Celtio soldier nature like Lear's 
may reasonably be supposed to hold its immense 
vitality and to stand defiantly ereot, in spite of the 
gradual sapping of his strength and the wasting of 
is brain. An actor like Barnay, moreover, who 
does not present a perfeotiy tender and gen- 
erous Lear is, we think, justified in his con- 
ception. Lear's action, in the opening scene, 
is that of a selfish, self-indulgent, tyrannical father, 
whose thoughts are fixed upor his own good, who 
is anxious to rid himself of cares and troubles, and 
who measures love by footish protestations. It is 
not love that he seeks, it is gratification of his van- 
ity. Those who profess most to him, who flatter 
him most, will receive most from him. It is ap- 
parent that he is attempting to trick his own 
daughters. In later scenes he values Goneril 
and Regan chiefly for the numbers of 
serving men that each will permit him 
to have. The selfishness of Lear brings 
him te his misery and to his death. Sucha charac- 
ter, therefore, has a hard and unsympathetic grain 
in it, and the eonventional acting of Lear fails to 
make this seen. The independent acting of Barnay 
—whese Lear was regarded with proround interest 
only atew nights age—made it conspicuous and 
logical. On the whole, we havea high opinion of 
Herr Barnay’s conception, which, when it is com- 
prehended, is found to be fresh, daring, and 
full of dramatic suggestion. There was roughness 
in Barnay’s execution; there was 4 great dea! of 
imagination and power in his performance, and 
there was little heart; the performance was forci- 
ble and boli and stirred thought chiefly. This 
Lear, however, was a peculiarly original work— 
original in its details, as well as in its broad design. 
Salvini’s conception is unquestionably far more 
conventional, and is considerably more theatri- 
cal. In the opening scene, for example, Sal- 
vini sits behind a table—an arrangement which 
reminds one of Feohter’s free-and-easy Othello 
leaning againstatable. Barnay, in this scene, as- 
cends his throne like an imperious tyrant, having 
walked to the throne in eompany with his three 
daughters. When Salvini curses Goneril he strides 
about the stageand mars the fine repose of the 
scene. Barnay delivers the curse with natural and 
cumulative power. In the scene where Lear cries 
“ Every inch a King.” Salvini rushes up a mound, 
breaks a branch from a tree, and thus gives 
peint to his words. But the effect here, though 
it is spontaneous and startling. smacks too much of 
the stage. Barnay showed better insight by means 
of eloquent actions, which were also legitimate ac- 
tions. _Nething could have been fimer than his 
bearing toward Goneril when, urged by his fury to 
crush and kiil her, he seized his dagger and, 
stirred then by a right impulse, covered it with 
his cloak. Salvini, unlike Barnay, coneceives Lear, 
it is plain, as an entirely wronged and generous 
maz who commands our sympathy without effort, 
and whose motives are those of copious love. He 
is correct when he depicts Lear in the lightming as 
a defiant spirit, though in the performance at 
Beston he misconcetved the heath scenes and 
made the fearless Lear crouch cowardly in the face 
of wind and fire. 

The important faults which reaHy mar Salvini’s 
impersonation of Lear, however, are over-elabora- 
tion {n the treatment of simple scenes, exeess of 
superfluous gesture, and monotony of inflection. 
Salvini hardly seems to grasp yet the vital, sym- 
metrical meaning of the character. The artifice 
and mannerism of his acting are strangely mis- 
placed; they would be intolerable in a less great 
actor. But Salvini isa very great actor, and his 
| performance of Lear has dephts which no other 
| player in our time could sound. It fs because the

THE FIFTH-AVENUE THEATRE. 

An English version of Mozart's ** Marriage 
of Figaro” is somewhat of a surprise, and was last 
night received with ooeasional applause and a 
generous expression of good nature on its 
presentation by the Boston Ideal Company. The 
work, it is well known, is not adapted to the 
modern stage. The music was very well sung by 
the principals, and the orchestra, under the 
necessary limitations, did all that could be ex- 
pected. There was a notable absence of instru- 
ments in the reeds and brass, but no one expected 
that “‘Le Nozze de Figaro” would be perfectly 
given even by a Boston Ideal Company. To 
state the matter briefly, it may be said that 
it was well nigh impossible to decide in what 
language the Boston Ideals sang Mozart's beauti- 
ful work, but the chief artists did very well as 
vocalists. Miss Geraldine Ulmar aad Miss Marie 
Stone sang and acted with spirit and expressien, 
and Mr. Whitney, though tedious and unintelligible, 
did some good work at times. The other members 
of the company, Miss Phillips, Miss Burton, Messrs. 
MacDonald and Frothingham were not unworthy 
of praise. But after all there was so much com- 
monplaece work thet an expression of resentment 
would have been permissable asa verdict on the 
performance in its entirety. The company will 
play ‘“* The Mascot” this afternoen and the *' Pirates 
of Penzance” in the evening.

MR. RIDDLE’S READING. 

Mr. George Riddle, of Cambridge, began his 
course of readings at the Turf Club Theatre on 
Monday morning, Mr. Riddle, unlike Mr. Woollett 
and Mr. Locke Richardson, does not depend upon 
his memory, especially in his Shakespearean work. 
He gives his recitals with the aid of books. Mr. 
Riddle is comparatively unknown here as a reader. 
His vigorous performance in ** dipus Tyrannus’’— 
when the Greek play was produced in our City last 
year—is remembered as a masterly ‘four de force ; 
but his quality as a reader was observed most 
clearly and agreeably in his reeitals'at the Madison- 
Square Theatre on one afternoon many months 
ago. The value, the beauty, and the significance 
of Mr. Riddle’s werk were then pointed out in this 
newspaper; it wes then felt and declared that Mr. 
Riddle is the most aceomplished and versatile read- 
er that we have to-day. The opinion expressed at 


that time may be insisted upon now. Nothing 
could be finer and more satisfactory in its manner 
than the entertainment which was offered yester- 
day morning in the Turf Club Theatre. 

The little theatre was almost erowded. No 
larger audience has on any occasion gathered there 
to welcome a reader. This audience was made 
up chiefly of intelligent women, who, par- 
ticularly at the Lenten season, take some 
trouble to encourage interpreters of good 
literature. Mr. Riddle’s programme included 
scenes from “The Tempest,’’ Southey’s ‘*Cata- 
ract ef Lodore,”’ two sengs by Tennyson, and a 
prose sketch by Robert Grant, called **Tot Plum- 
mer’s First Assembly; or, a Harvard Student’s Ex- 
periences at kis First Ball.” This sketch is bright 
and amusing, and was prepared by Mr. Grant—an 
exceedingly graceful humorist—for the Cambridge 
reader. Mr. Riddle read it with an effective, un- 
studied ease which was certainly delightful. In 
his readings of ** The Tempest”’ scenes Mr. Riddle 
showed genuine power of dramatic exprezsion. hy 
means beth of voeality and gesture. His yoice was 
managed with peculiar skill: variety of tone, 
strength, sweetness, and flexibility gave charm to 
it. His gestures had breadth, meaning, and pic- 
taresqueness. Itis hard to say whether Mr. Rid- 
dle was chiefly successful in his treatment of 
Ariel or in his treatment of Caliban. His Ariel 
showed an exquisite lightness of touch; there 
Was, on the other hand, a grim and tragic 
force in his Caliban, and this amounted almost 
to a dramatic impersonation. Mr. Riddle’s fine 
vocal method found scope in the Southey peem—if 
such a tintinnabulation of melodic words can fitly 
be described asa poem. There was arich musical 
yooality also in the reciting of Tennyson's * Bugle” 
Song—an exeellent test of voiee and vocal method. 
The programme was, it is clear, arranged with 
taste, and gave the reader an opportunity to show 
all the resources of hie trained talent. Mr. Riddle 
has, we think, made good his Boston reputation, 
and should find cordial encouragement among eur 
people—who knaow a good thing when they dis- 
cover it. The second reading will he given 
this morning, when Mr. Riddle will recite 
Shakespeare’s “Antony and Cleopatra.”’ “ Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream” will then be read, and 
this wil! be followed—as every lover of what is 
lasting in eontemporary drama must be stirred to 
know—by Browning's splendid work, ‘A Blot in 
the 'Scutcheon.”’

OBITUARY, 


ROBERT ASA PACKER. 

Robert Asa Packer died in Jacksonville, Fla., 
soon after midnight Tuesday night. Mr. Packer 
was the eldest son of the late Judge Asa Packer, 
one of the wealthiest and most conspicuous citi- 
zens of Pennsylvania. He was born in Mauch 
Chunk in November, 1842. and was educated as a 
civil engineer, having been graduated at the Troy 
Polytechnic Institute. He had always been identt- 


fied in some capacity with the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road, which was founded by bis fatker. having 
nad eharge of its construction and manage- 
ment north from Mauch Chunk since 1865. 
After his father’s deatn Mr. Packer greatly 
extended the operations of the company, estab- 
lishing a line of boats on Lake Erie, from Buffalo, 
in connection with the road, and he recently ob- 
tained control of the Southern Ceatral Rallroad. 
He was President of the Pennsylvania and News 
York Canal Railroad Company, whieh is the exten- 
sion of the Lehigh from Mauch Chunk to Waverly; 
the Geneva, Ithaca and Sayre Railread, the Le- 
high Transportation Line, and Managing Director 
of the Southera Central Railroad. He was mar- 
ried in 1875 to Emily A., danghter of Col. 
V. E. Piollet, of ysox, but he had no 
children. A brother, Harry E. Packer, of Maueh 
Chunk, new fn Exrope with his family, and a sister, 
Mary, alone remain of his father’s family. Mr. 
Packer for a number of years had been out of 
health, and bis Winters had been spentin Florida, 
He left his home for Jacksonville about four weeks 
age, and his family joined him last Saturday. His 
home since 1876 had been in Sayre, Penn., a grow- 
ing village near Waverly that he had been largely 
developing by means of bis numerous railroads 
centring there, and tke introduction of 
many manufactures. He had always been a prom- 
inent Democrat, giving largely of his means for the 
benefit of his party. He was a member of the 
State Demeoratic Committee and of its Exeeutive 
Committee. His death is likely to be seriously 
felt wherever the interests of the Lehigh Valley 
Company have penetrated.

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TWO DIAMOND EAR-DROPS | a DUMB-BELLS ABOUT. 


TROUBLE CAUSED BY BUYING 
THROUGH A BROKER. 

WIT IN WICH MR. HENRY CLEWSs IS IN- 
TERESTED, WHICH BRINGS UP A REMI- 
NISCENCE OF EX-JUDGE BARNARD. 

Mr. Henry Clews, the banker, bought on 
April 12, 1879, from Elijah Miers, a broker in asmail 
way andapeddier of precious stones, pair of 
diamond ear-dreps vaiued at $1,400. A few weeks 
later Alfred H. Smith, of the firm of Aifred b. 
Bmitn & Co., importers of diamonds, at Joh>- 
street and Breadway, ealled on Mr. Clews and de- 
manded the ear-drops, saying they belonged te his 
firm. Mr. Clews refused to give them up, saying 
that he had bought them of Miers and paid for 
them. Thereupon Smith & Co. began a suitagainst 
Mr. Clews and bis partner, Charles M. Foster, to 
recover the diamonds, or their value, and $1,000 
damages. The case was tried, Jan. 18, 1883, in the Su- 
preme Court, before Justice Lawrence. The plain- 
tiffs showed that on April 12, 1879, they gave te 


one Borden W. Plum the ear-drops in question to 
give to Miers for the sole purpose, as they alleged, 
of age to his customers, and put the fo)lowing 
receipt, said to have been given by Miers for the 
jew in evidence: 

APRIL 12, 1879. 


Received from A. H. Smith & Co., through their rep- 
resentative, B. W. Pium, one pair of diamond ear- 
xnobs, 1034 carats, of the value of fourteen hundrea 
dollars, ($1,400,)to show tomy customers. Said dia- 
monds to remain the property of A. H. Smith & Co, 
and to be'returned to them on demand. £ MIERS. 


Instead of simply exhibiting the jewels, Miers 
told them, the plaintiffs alleged, without their 
knowledge or consent to the defendants, and had 
never made any return to tne plaintiffs for them. 
On motion of Mr. Albert Anbott, the attorney for 
the defendants, the complaint against Mr. Foster 
@as dismissed, he having had nothing to do with 
the purchase. The evidence for the defense was 
simply that Mr. Clews bought the jewels of Miers 
and _— him forthem. Miers testified that he got 
the diamonds of Smith & Co. through Pium, as al- 
ged, but supposed he was authorized to sell them. 
{n his charge to the ir, Justice Lawrence said the 
question to be decided was whether the plaintiffs 
felivered the diamonds to Miers to sell, as the de- 
— claimed, or to exhibit. If the former, then 
ers was the agentof the plaintiffs,and they 
could not recover against the defendant for the 
agent’s acts. The jury gave a verdict for the plain- 
tiffs of $1,400, A stay of proceedings was granted 
the defendant, and also,on Jan. 26,an order to 
show cause why a new trial should not be had 
nthe ground of newly discovered evidence. At 
hearing Feb. 7 the defendant produced an afii- 
davit.:made by Miers after the trial, in which he 
stated that prior to the purchase by Mr. Clews of 
the diamonds in question he had sold Mr. Ciews 
two pairs of ear-dreps, the first being exchanged 
orthe second. Both of these he bad procured 
from Plum, paying him the proceeds of the cheeks 
received from Mr. Clews. When Mr. Clews or- 
dered the pair in question, Miers went to Plum. 
who sent him to Smith & Co. The latter showed 
sim the™  yewen et subsequentiy bougbt by Mr. 
Mews, and promised to send them to bim 
Biers) by Plum, which they did, and they were de- 
\ivered to Mr. Clews. At this time it seems Miers 
‘was short of some stock he was dealing in, and 
ldr. Clews offered to Jet him have it in part pay- 
ipent for the diamonds. Miers, according to his 
affidavit, went to Smith & Co., told them of Mr. 
Clews’s offer,and asked them what he should do. 
They told him to go ahead and make the trade, 
and several times afterward talked with him about 
it. The firm knew he wastrying to sell Mr. Clews 
the diamonds. He had in the past taken about 
$10,000 worth of diamends from Plum in the same 
way and sold them. There was no questien, he 
stated, about his right to seil the jewels until 
Smith & Co. found he was in straitened financial 
circumstances and eould not pay his debts. As te 
the receipt. he had no recollection of signing any 
paper until some time after the sale, when Le 
signed some sort of papers brought him by Plum 
without reading them. Plum said they were memo- 
randa of diamonds which he kad given him. Simi- 
jar documents from Plum and Smith & Co. denied 
all the material facts. 

The defendant asked for further time in which 
to secure affidavits as to Plum’s character, which 
was granted. The hearing was adjourned until 
yesterday, when it eame up before Justice Law- 
rence. The first affidavit produced was one from 
Herman Weisfeld, a diamond merchant, to the ef- 
fect that Plum’s reputation in the trade is very 

. Mr. Albert Abbott, Mr. Clews’s attorney, 
made affidavit that he called on Smith & Co. in 
1879, and they acknowledged that they gave the 
diamends to Miers to sell, and added, ‘But he 
Cidn’t pay for them, and that’s where we've got 
you.” Thedeponent had visited other diamond 
merchants, includi Tiffany &Co., and they ail 
said Plum’s reputation was bad. Mir. Andrews, 
formerly of Tiffany & Co., said he was “the big- 
gest rascal that ever lived.” Other compliments of 
a similar nature were freely paid Mr. Plum. By far 
the most interesting piece of evidence as to Mr. 
Plum’s character, however, was a certified copy of 
an indictment filed Sept. 24, 1866, when A. Oakey 
Hall was District Attorney. The indictment was 
found on the complaint of the late ex-Judge George 
G. Barnard, and charges Plum with obtaining 
The complaint 


money by false pretenses. 
1866, Judge Bar- 


alleges that on April 10, 
gard was introduced by his father-in-law, 
she late John Anderson, to Pium. Plum 
*xhibited to Barnard a lot of jewelry, which he 
said belonged to a Spanish family named Domin- 
fo. or Domingues, of great wealth, who were stay- 

g at the Metropolitan Hotel. ‘The family, by 
reason of their extravagance and prodigality, had 
become short of money, and in their temporary 
distress had turned to their old friend Plum, who 
bud raised money for them before. As soon as 
*emittanees arrived from the agerts of their large 
estates in Cuba they would redeem the jewels, on 
whieh they wanted to raise $20,000. Plum said that 
be had called on Tiffany & Co.,whotold him thatthe 
wholesale vrice of the jewels would be between 
£52.000 and $34,000, and that they were worth from 
$38,000 to 000. These figures, Plum, as a dia- 
mond merchant of large experience, said he knew 
te be correct. Upon these representations Bar- 
nard, therefore, agreed to help the distressed fam- 
iy, and advanced the required sum—$20.000. About 
two weeks later Plum came to him with another 
tot of jewels owned, he said, by a Mr. Hay, the 
shief stockholder in the American Express Com- 

y, who was also hard up. The jewels, 
e said, were worth $30,000. Would Barnard 

loan $17,000 on them? Barnard would and did. 
Subsequent investigation proved that no wealthy 
Spanish family was staying at the Metropolitan 
Hotel,that Tiffany & Co. had never passed jndgment 
on jewels belonging to them, and that the jewels, 
alleged to be worth $40.000, were not worth more 
than $8,000. Chief Stockholder Hay also turned 
put to be a myth, and the jewels alleged to have 
dbelenged to him to be worth not more than $5,000. 
The indictment thus found is still hanging over 
Mr. Plum. 

Mr. Charles H. Woodbury, atterney for Smith & 
Co., in opposing the motion argued that the aflida- 
rits giving the opinions of people as to Pium's 
character should be stricken out, as the evidence 
was hearsay. He read the affidavit of Alfred H. 
Smith, denying that he ever admitted to Mr. Ab- 
bott that the diamonds were given Miers to sell, 
ttating that he had never heard of Herman Weis- 
Seld, and expressing a willingness to believe 
Plum’s evidence in the case witnout the confirma- 
tion of anoath. Mr. Plum made affidavit that he 
gad never heard of Weisfield, and that he had never 
beard, and did not know. of the indictment against 
bimseif until he saw acopy of it in thiscase. He 
had never been arrested on it, or arraigued, and he 
should take immediate steps to clear his skirts of 
the charge. He never had any dealings with ex- 
Judge Barnard, and never defrauded him. After 
argument the papers were submitted. 

In the pursuit of informatien concerning the 
business methods of diamond dealers, it was ascer- 
tained that Miers is only one of a class of agents 
who, with sufficient other business to excuse their 
presence in offices where peddlers would not be 
admitted, are intrusted with precious stones of 
various kinds to dispose of. Understanding the 
market, these agents know when brokers and 
bankers are flush with money, and can ehoose 
their time toapproach them. The feeling that ac- 
tuates the housewife to buy of peddlers and hawk- 
ers, thinking she is getting a bargain, impels busi- 
pess men to buy jewelry of such men as Miers. 
The owners of the diamonds protect themselves 
with an iron-clad receipt, such as that given above, 
which permits them to sieze their goods wherever 
they may be, regardless of sales made by their al- 
leged unauthorized agents.

The 
proposition was broached some time ago, but not 
until the past few days have active measures been 
taken. There has been no official action, but promi- 
nent members of the three have had the subject 
ander consideration. Tbe Mining Stock Exchange 
bas made petroleum a feature, and the business in 
it bas iucreased very rapidly. The speculation in 
oll is controlled at Bradford and Oil City, Pena., 
but it is thought by combining the divided inter 
ests in this City the volume of business wil! be so 
great as to make New-York the principal Epecula 
tive point.

PROF. RAMSAY SEES WHAT LYNCH CAN DO 
. AND CONCLUDES NOT TO DO ANY LIFTING. 
Albert R. Ramsay, a professor of zymnas- 
tios, of Cleveland, Obie, who is in this City ona 
visit, claims the championship at dumb-bell lifting 
of the United States, and he challenged Thomas F. 
Lynch, a well-known local athlete, tv a contest at 
lifting dumb-bells at J. C. Daly’s East Side 
Sporting Theatre, on Avenue A, in order 
to prove his prowess to admiring New-Yorkers. 
Bis chalienge wus promptly accepted, and both 
men agreed to be on hand at8 o'clock last even- 


ing. Lynch was prompt to the minute, and 200 or 
300 spectators were present to witness the con- 
test. But the minutes passed away and the Cleve- 
land athlete failed to appear. Sporting men pres- 
ent said that he had visited Daly’sthat morning, 
and that the sight of Lynch’s 165-pound dumb-bell 
haa made him ill. Lynch said that he would wait 
for xe Professor until 9 o’clock, and to pass away 
the tsme two young men engaged in a lively 
‘*slugging-match”’ on the stage, which was ended 
by ono of them putting his thumb cut of joint. 
Then Mr. T. F. Sweeney, who holds the proud title 
of “champion of Rhode Island” at elub-swinging, 
gave an entertaining performance, which was heart- 
ily applauded. Before he had finished his exhibition 
the door was threwn open and Prof. Ramsay made 
atriumphal entry. The Professor wore a silk hat 
on one side of his head and a fashionable light 
overeoat. In his shirt-front glittered a clnster dia- 
mond pin somewhat smaller than a door-knob, and 
he carried a silver-headed rattan stick. “Daly,” 
he said, **how are you, and how's my friend Lynch’? 
I'm very sorry that I can’t lift against him to- 
night, but it will really be impossible. Leught not to 
have made the match with him. Ican put up more 
than he can, but I don’t feel like it to-night. I’ve 
no donbt,"’ continued Mr. Ramsay, magnanimous- 
ly, “‘that Lynch ean beat me all reund on dumb- 
bell athletics. He's a terror. I never saw his 
equal. but I can put up just as much as he can, 
only I don’t want to do it to-night. I’m notin con- 
dition to lift at present.” 

Mr. Daly suggested that they go upon the stage 
and see what Lynch could de, and the Professor 
assented. Mr. Lynch took off his coat, and. as a 
preliminary, tossed an 85-pound dumb-bell about. 
Then be lifted a 110-pound bell, and put it from his 
shoulder above his head seven times. After that 
he put a 165-pound bell above his head, and Prof. 
Ramsay turned pale. Lynch also swung the 165- 

ounder above his head horizontaliy with his 

dy, and. as a crowning feat, lay on his back and 
lifted the same weight over his bead at arm’s 
length. Then he put the 85-pound dumb-bell 
straight out from the shoulder, and Prof. Ram- 
say was enthusiastic. ‘ There's not another man in 
the world can do that.” he oried excitedly. 
“Why yon New-Yorkers don’t know what a won- 
der you've got among you."’ There were loud 
calls from the spectators for the Professor to do 
something to show his strength, but he refused to 
do anything unless it was Lo put onthe gloves with 
somebody. ‘I'll box with any man living,” he 
said, “and not bar John L. Sullivan, but I won't 
do any lifting to-night.” And. Prof. Ramsay 
left the stage. Lynehb isa native of Ireland, is 30 
years old, 5 feet 10% inches high. and weighs 180 
pounds. He has a vowerful and broad chest. and 
his body is a bunch of muscles. He says that he 
never drank a drop of liquor in his life.

laced to show where the engines shal! stop. 

he Secretary of the Metropolitan Road said yes- 
terday that such signals were placed at every sta- 
tion on the line; but investigation shewed that 
although the night signals, red and bine lights, are 
properly used, there are no day signals. beyond a 
casual and accidental telegraph pole, which is used 
asa sort of Jandmark by the engineer. Although 
similar accidents have occurred before, no means 
have been taken to avoid them. A reporter of 
Tue Trwes, desirous of investigating the 
manner in which trairs are run upon 
the elevated reads, jumped upon the engine of a 
commission train as it was starting off from the 
City Hall station yesterday afternoon, and rode up 
town with the engineer. who, with one hand on 
the throttle and the other on the vacuum brake, 
explained his work. ** You see,”’ he said, “I regu- 
late the speed by my judgment. When I get 
within about 300 feet of the end of the platform I 
shut off the steam and !et the train go by ber own 
momentum. Now. you see those two little white 
disks on either side of the track—that is where I 
must stop the engine exactly, so as to bring all the 
gates oppesite the station platform. As there is 
no steam on, I can regulate the motion to a nicety 
by the vacuum brake, which I hold in my right 
hand, and stop the engine exactly at the disks. 
To avoid accidents, before I reach each station. at 
the same moment that [turn off the steam, I try 
the brake to see if it works all rignt; if it did not, 
I should signal the brakemen along thetrsin. If I 
amon adown gradelI shut off steam sooner and 
vice versa. When there is a heavy load on board I 
have to make allowance for that too, sinee the mo- 
mentum is greater and will carry the train beyond 
the platform sometimes. You have seen a train 
overshoot the platform occasionally. There was a 
man some time ago on a night train run bya 
friend of mine; the train went too far. and through 
some carelessness of the brakeman the man man- 
aged to open the gate and step out. Hetbought he 
was stepping onto the platform, butthe first thing 
he touched was the street below, for he had just 
walked off the platform into theair. It must bave 
been a dismal! surprise.”

BELLING UNCLAIMED FREIGHT. 

The periodical sale at auction of the un- 
claimed freight which aecumulates from time to 
time in the freight-houses of the New-York Cen- 
tral and Hudson River Railroad Company begana 
yesterday in the station at the foot of Thirty-fifth- 
street, and 100 men and 3 women threaded the 


mazes of railroad tracks, dodged engines and 
freight cars, were flagged by track-men and 
yelled at by engineers, in efforts to gain 
an opportunity to reach the place and bid. 
They found a heterogeneous collection of almost 
everything whieh contained little value in a great 
deal of bulk, the range embracing almost every 
known and unknown commodity. There was a 
leng list of housekeepers’ articles from soup to 
shoe blacking; the line of medicines ranged from 
porous plasters to tombstones; the stock of mer- 
chandise embraced everything from iron castings 
to plaster cornices; there were stoves, plows, 
shirts, tinware, empty bottles, bricks, beer kegs, 
marbles, beans, straw, waste paper, chromos, sew- 
ing-machbines, tenpins, wheel spokes, lumber, 
sugar, craekers, coal, clothing, a barber's chair. 
dried apples. a case of hosiery,a codfish, show 
cards, a pump, tobacco, an umbrella, a grindstone, 
herrings, soap, a safe, and et cetera ad infinitum. 
The auctioneer was ealm, cold, dignified, and 
superior. He occupied a box inthe centre of the 
room and seld the goods without looking at them. 
They were ranged in rows across the freight-house 
and were sold as they stood, and consequently 
the bidders who got positions nearest the wares 
were the only ones who were able tosee what they 
were buying. The bidders were mostly speculators, 
who looked as if they might find some difliculty in 
paying for the articles which were knocked down 
tothem.

THE QUESTION DISCUSSED BY THE BOARD OF

mind immediately reverted to the public school in 


East Fourth-street, known as No. 6. He offered 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, That it be referred to the Committee on 
Buildings to make special daquiry regarding, and to 
visit personaily, Primary School No. 6, to ascertain if, 
in the lurid Jight of the appalling disaster which has 
taken place at the school in East Fourth-street, the 
building occupied by Primary School No. 6 is a safe 
and fit place tor toe pupils and teachers of that school. 

Commissioner Traud said that Mr. Wood had 
“No. 6 0n the brain.”” The seboo! was in excellent 
condition it bad been visited by committee after 
committee, and needed no more visits. The reso- 
lution was adopted. 

A resolution was also adopted requesting the 
Superintendent to report whether or uot exercise 
in the fire drill ishad intheschools. Commissioner 
Tamsen offered resolutions requesting the Trustees 
of the ward schools to cause a strict examination 
to be made of the means of exit and the protection 
against loss of life in the school buildings under 
their charge, and that the Superintendent 
enjoin upon all Principals to strietly comply with 
the requirements of the by laws with regard to fire- 
drills. President Walker said that, happily, there 
was no building under the jurisdiction of the board 
that bore any comparison in construetion to the 
building in whieh the accident of the day before 
oceurred. Hethen called attention to the exist- 
ence of a byJaw empowering the City Superia- 
tendent to have the children of the various schools 
practiced in the fire drill as often as he deemed fit. 
The resolutions were adopted. 

Commissioner Wetmore said he was anxious that 
the impression should not goabroad that there was 
any danger of alike accident in any of the public 
schoals. These, he said, had been coustructed 
with special view to guarding again‘t such acci- 
dents. The stairways are broad and roomy, end 
eonstructed of stone or masonry, and the buildings 
are abundantly supplied with fire-escapes.
